B utler and I lie Vreeuback Nom ination. 
B oston, October ltith.—Governor Butler 
has written a letter accepting the nomina­ 
tion f jr Governor of the National Greenback 
Labor party of Massachusetts. Their action, 
he says, affords him much pleasure ts a mark 
of their appreciation of his labors in behalf 
of the Greenback party and the laboring 
man. The greenback, he says, has become 
absolutely the currency of the United States 
in the several different forms in which the 
Government issues its money. Every silver 
and gold certificate and every postal note is 
essentially greenback; that is, paper currency 
based on a guarantee of the nation’s 
good faith. If all the gold and silver use­ 
lessly piled up in the Treasury were taken 
away, still the notes of the United States 
will he just as good. Upon that question the 
Greenbaekera have won their fight, after a 
long and Bevere struggle, commencing ia 
obloquy and endiag in victory. He attempt­ 
ed, he says, in what he wrote to the officers 
of the Convention of the Greenback party 
last year, to pay this compliment. Bat 
his

couched,

to their nefarious purposes. He trusts he has 
now made plain what he meant. The party 
still has a higher and nobier mission before it 
of establishing relations between labor and 
capital, which shall be jast and profitable to 
both, and of rsstrainicg lawful monopolies, 
such as the transportation of freight and 
passengers with it—the purposes for which 
they received the sanction of law. Organiza­ 
tions under the forms of law which give any 
nndue advantage by which the rich are made 
richer, and the poor poorer, ought to be 
strongly dealt with. A few years ago our 
currency and our public debt were such con­ 
trivance». Let us abolish all other contriv­ 
ances, such as watering stocks, bogus mort­ 
gages on railroads, and fictitious valuation of 
the property of incorporated companies, by 
which money without proper equivalent for 
it is taken from one and given to another. 
We are not enemies of honest capital—we are 
its true friends ; because, if capital suffers 
itRelf to become the oppressor of an educated, 
intelligent and free people, inch oppressor 
will be surely swept away, and who shall say 
that in such case it ought not to be ? 
Two Burglar* BUI Each O ther. 
New Y ork, October 16:h.—John Irving 
and John Walsh, widely-known burglars, 
shot and killed each other in Shang Draper’s 
Baloon early this morning. They had a bitter 
quarrel, and it is said that six weeks ago they 
met in another saloon and drew pistáis on 
each other, but were separated. The police 
story is that John Irving and “ Jack, the 
Miclr,” were in Draper’s «alono shortly be­ 
fore 2 this morning, both filled with liquor. 
Ihey quarreled about some rascality in which 
they were mutually interested, They became 
noisy and Billy Porter entered and tried to 
s'op the row. This interference only roused 
the rioters to fury, and both whipped out re­ 
volvers and fired at close qnarters. Kvery 
one in the saloon soughs cover as the double 
report rang out. The Bhots were tired at the 
same instant and with like effect. Irviog 
fell dead with “ Jack, the Mick’s,” bullet 
in his braiu, and the Mick fell shot through 
the heart. Neither lived long enough to 
breathe twice after they were ¿hot. Billy 
Porter and the gang ran out to the street, hut 
the reports of pistoli were heard by the 
police. Kvery person suspected of being in 
the saloon at the time of the shooting was 
arrested. 
A Squandered M a te 
N ew Y obk, October 
16:h.—Surrogate 
Rollins denied the application made some 
months ago on behalf of Beverly B. TiUen 
to open ths aconnts of executors under his 
father’s will, and show that their expendi­ 
tures bad been extravagant and contrary to 
the provisions of the will. Mr. Tilden died 
in 18H9, leaving an eBtate valued at nearly 
two million dollars. Beverly was a minor 
until 1880. Affidavits in support of the mo­ 
tion assert that when the division cf the 
property was made it was bo reduced that 
there was only enongh left to provide for an 
annuity to the widow and give less than 
$100,000 to the two younger sons. The ex­ 
ecutors, David Dow being one, denied every 
allegation, declaring that the sons ratified all 
expenses, and that every dime had been ac­ 
counted for.The ft. Louis Strike. 
S t. Louis, October 16 h.—There is some 
apprt hsDsi m that a freight blockade may 
occur in East St. Louie, as the result cf the 
strike. None of the railroads y-it refuse to 
receive freight. The managers of the rail­ 
roads have decided not to yield to the de­ 
mand of the strikers or compromise with 
them. They Are bringing men in from the 
country to fill the strikers’ places. The 
strikers are now holding a secret meeting. 
K em alns of Confederate Dead. 
N o rfo lk , October 16‘.h.—The remains of 
the Southern soldiers disinterred at Arlington 
arrived from Washington this morning and 
were taken to Kaleigh under the escort of a 
detachment of militar; companies of this 
city. Minute guns were tired from the time 
the steamer came in sight until the remains 
were transferred to the cars. The flags of the 
city and harbor are at half-mast. Bells were 
tolled and hundreds of ex-Confederate veter­ 
ans were in the civic and military procession. 
Floral offerings were profuse. The Ladies 
Memorial Association of Portsmouth joined 
in the procession when the remains reuched 
the city.

Great crowd*, on horseback, in wagons and 
buggies, now throng the road to Fowler. The 
Sheriff, who was at Oxford, has taken the 
nearest road, but little in advance. Lynch­ 
ing is probable. 
B illed W hile Attem pting to Eseape. 
L ittle Rock (Ark,), October 16th.—Wyatt 
Ames, who killed S. J. Blount whils resist­ 
ing arrest yesterday, wai caught last night, 
and, in attempting to escapa, was riddled 
with bullets. 
Two Men Inansarate a Sm sll Blot. 
_ Chicago, October 16;h.—Yesterday, about 
5 o’clock in the afternoon, E(’<*ard Combs 
and a man named Wilson, of Wheeling, W. 
Va., crossed to Bridgeport, Ohio, in a be- 
fnddled condition, aud inaugurated a riot, 
which cost Combe bis life, and resulted in 
serious wounds to half a duzen others. Combs 
and Wihou behaved in an outrageous manner 
a*, tk ? house of a quiet colored man named 
Harris, and on the latter protesting, at­ 
tempted to kill him. Harris knocked Wilson 
down with a club, and then seized a knife 
and stabbed Combs in the stomach ia a terri­ 


ble manner. Comb3 drew a revolver and 
fired at Harris, bnt missed him and wounded 
a man named Budett, a spectator. The 
couple then started up the street, both cov­ 
ered with blood, firing their revolvers right 
and left, and wounding several parties, but 
were finally rurrounded by citizens armed 
with shotguns and revolvers and captured. 
Combs is dying of his wounds. 
The ,'lvll Bights Decision. 
Washington, October 16th. — Minister 
Lorgstcne, who says he drafted the civil 
rights bill at the request of Charles Sumner, 
says of yesterday’s civil rights decisijn: 
The only thing the colored people in the 
States can do, when deprived of their civil 
rights, is to bring action under the camman 
law in the State Courts. The Civil Rights 
Act, he says, did not confer any rights upon 
the colored people, but meroly provided for 
the enforcement cf laws conferring those 
rights, and consequently the decision of the 
Court yesterday di l not take away from the 
colored people any rights cot.ferred by the 
Fourteenth Amendment. 
Ex-Senator Bruce (colored), Register of the 
Tre»8ury, who has just returned from the 
Ohio campaign, was asked for his opinion of 
the decision of the Supreme Court. 
" It is 
a most unfortunate decision,” was his reply, 
“ and erieves me and thcus.nds of otberB 
very much. I think its effect will be to carry 
the country backward t fifteen years at least. 
It does not reflect the sentimante of the peo­ 
ple, as a Court decision ought to do, and it is 
in my opinion John Calhoun’s theory of State 
rights.” “ What will be its effect npon the 
colored race J” asked the reporter. 
“ That I 
would not attempt to predict,” was the re­ 
ply ; “ but I do say that nothing has occurred 
since the war so embarrassing as the decision 
of yesterday.” 
W ashington, October 16th.—The colored 
people of the District will meet Monday 
night to exprees their views in respect to the 
recent decision of the Supreme Court on the 
civil rights bill. Among the speakers to be 
invited are Fred Douglass and Ingersol). 
The American Tut f. 
Chicago, October 16th.—The track was 
hard to-day. 1 he unfinished race of the 2:26 
class, poBtponed from yesterday, when three 
closely-conteBted heats were trotted—Prince 
winning the first and Icdex the second and 
third—was finished. Index won the final 
heat and race. Kitty Van fell within two 
lengths of the finish, with blood streaming 
from her nostrils, having ruptured a blood 
vessel. Her driver, Ray Warner, was thrown 
heavily to the track, Btiikirg on his head, and 
was carried insensible into the club-house. 
Steel Cumpaur Incorporated 
Chicago, October 16th.—The Union Steel 
Company was incorporated at Springfield to­ 
day, with a capital stock of $4,6J0,000. This 
is the company organized to purchase the 
plant of the Union Iron and Steel Company. 
The plan is that the creditors shall take five 
cents on the dollar cash, or take preferred 
stock in the new company. 
The Fire Becord. 
New Y ork, October 16th.—A slight fire 
occurred last evening in the business estab­ 
lishments under the St. NicholaB and Metro­ 
politan Hotels. At the former the guests 
became somewhat frightened, but at the lat­ 
ter the audience at Niblo Garden knew 
nothing till all was over. There was not 
much damage in either case. 
El Paso (Tex.), October 16th.—A fire 
broke out about 4:30 this morning in the so- 
torious hor.ua of prostitution known as 555, 
which in anout an hour was burred to the 
ground. The estimated loss is $4 000, with 
$2,000 insurance. There was no one in the 
house when the lire broke ont, and it ia be­ 
lieved to be the work of an incendiary. 
The Wage (tuesllop. 
C hicago, October 16'h.—The Scale Con­ 
vention for the Fourth District of the Amal­ 
gamated Association of Ironworkers, to fix 
the wage scile for 1884 5. is in secret session 
here, but thus far has made no headway, 
owing to th8 failure of delegates from various 
important p >inta to put in an appearance. 
The AngUKllnlaa Society. 
Law rence (Mass.), October 16th.—The as­ 
signees of the Augustinian Srciety have pre­ 
sented a fina! account at the InBolvency Court 
at Salem, showing the amount received from 
sales i f personal property and real estate to 
be $161,141; allowance, $155,157; balance 
for creditors, $5,564. 
Decision Sustained. 
Boston, October 16th.—The Supreme Court 
sustained the decision of the Superior Court 
at Pittsfield, that a common victualler at 
Great Barrington licenced to sell liquor was 
guilty of keeping a public bar. Under this 
decision, nearly evary hotel in Massachusetts 
can be closed, 
Ballrond Accidents. 
C hattanooga, October 16th.—Two freight 
trains c jliided tw?nty miles east rf here, on 
the Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia road, 
this morning. Two firemen were instantly 
killed. 
C h attan o o g a (Tenn.), October 16th.— 
Last night two freight trains, while running 
at a high speed, collided four miles west of 
Cleveland, resulting in the death of the en­ 
gineer, John Bailey, fireman Wm. Campbell 
and brakeman Lee Gahman. Five other 
persons were injured. A telegraph oper­ 
ator’s neglect caused the collision. 
The 
trains met on a sharp curve in a deep cut, 
and tlie ergines were but a few feet from 
each ether when the fact became known to 
the enginesrs. 
Lands Not W ithdraw n. 
Chicago, October 16th.—The Secretary of 
the Interior said laBt night at Washington 
that there was no truth in the published 
B tatem en t that the Interior Department had 
withdrawn 1,000,000 acres of land previously 
patented to the Atchison, Topeka and Santa 
Fe Itailroad. The story probably grew out 
the opening to settlement of land held aa in­ 
demnity land for the Atchison, Topeka and 
Santa Fe, which it will never need. This 
covered all the land granted it by Congress, 
and none of it will be withdrawn. Speaking 
of the indisposition of the Governor of Kan­ 
sas to patent certain lands in Kansas, amount­ 
ing to 200,000 acres, to the Atchison, Tr,p=ka 
and Santa Fe road, the Secretary said that 
inasmuch as they had already been set aside 
by the Department, the issuance of a patent 
by the State of Kansas was a mere question 
of time. It would probably be doue very 
soon. 
Vandervoort*N Effort tobe Belnstated. 
C hicago, October 16th.—A Washington 
correspondent telegraphs : Paul Vandervoort, 
late Railway Mail Clerk, and Past Grand 
Commander cf the Grand Army of the Re­ 
public, arrived here yesterd&y. He waited 
upon Postmaster-General Gresham and out­ 
lined the terms on which he should be rein­ 
stated and Gresham saved from future 
(laughter. He said : “ I am a patient man. 
I will Jwtive an apology and take a reinstate­ 
ment." 
Mr. Gresham refused to agree 
to 
even this mild demand, and re­ 
mained obstinate, in spite of the strong 
threats. He said he did not believe the 
Grand Army of the Republic cared to have 
one of its men shirk his work and disobey or­ 
ders when in the Government service. Van­ 
dervoort then announced: “ You have, by 
this act, air, assassinated your future political 
prospecto.” 
The Eclipse. 
C hicago, October 16th.—The air was very 
clear last night, and the partial eclipse of the 
moon plainly visible. About 11 o’clock a 
dim shadow, which looked like a fog, could be 
seen working its way toward the moon’s cen­ 
ter from the outer rim. The shadow gradu­ 
ally became more distinct, and the shape of 
the earth on the moon's surface became 
visible to the naked eye. About 12:30 a small 
telcscope or a piece of smoked glass made it 
quite distinct. 
Billed by His Father-In-Law. I 
CoLtntBDB (Ga,), October 16ch.—In Russell 
eounty, Al»., six miles from this city, yeBter- 
dav. Thomas Prince was instantlv killed by 
his father-in-law. B. S. Jeffries. The killing 
was done yt self-defense, and in defense of 
Prince’s wife and Jeffries' daughter.

H enbt! íta (Tex ), October 16th.—Three 
road ageci* went through the Fort Sill stage 
last night one mile from town, taking all the 
mail anti robbing four Dassengars. 
The 
amount secured is unknown. 
Two Children K illed. 
COSNSLL8YILLS (Pa.), October 16 h.—This 
afternoon a distressing and fatal accident oc­ 
curred on the B»ltimore and Ohio Railroad a 
few milea from here. A yonag lady named 
Curran and three children named resnectively 
Dan and Mary Farrell and Alice King, had 


gone out for a walk and while coming along 
the railroad track the little party stepped off 
one track to get out of the way of the south­ 
bound freight train and was struck by the 
Mt. Pleasant accommodation, coming in the 
opposite direction. Two of the children were 
killed instantly. Miss Curran and the other 
child were badly hurt and will probably die. 
Frightful Leap of Three Uirls. 
Chicago, October 16th.- Last night about 
11:30 o’clock the room of three dining-room 
girls of the Rock Inland House, Rock Island, 
111., was entered by an unknown person, who 
on bis improper proposala being repulsed 
drew a knife and assaulted the eirls. To es­ 
cape, they jumped out of the window to the 
pavement below. Their room was in the 
third story, and they were badly hurt. One 
ia not expected to live. Their assailant is in 
custody. 
The Torean Embassy. 
W ashington, October 16th.—Three mem­ 
bers of tho Corean Embaas;-, including Hong 
Kvong Sik, Vica-Miniater, left Washington 
to-day for San Francisco. Four other mem­ 
bers of the Embassy, including Min Yong 
Ik, head Minister, and Sok Kiocg Bam, Sec­ 
retary will remain in Washington a brief 
period.

G alveston (Tex.), October 16:b.—The 
JVVicV Laredo special says : A great sensa­ 
tion has been caHsed by the announcement of 
the suspension r>t Monterey of the great firm 
of Zembroma & Co,, one of the oldest and 
wealthiest houses in Northern Mexico. The 
reported liabilities are pbeed at $800,080. 
The effect of the failure on Northern Mexico 
can only be compared to that of Jay Cooke 
in the Eastern States. The house of Zem- 
broma & Co. is reported to he composed of 
rA -mbroma, Gocz*les, Treviro and George 
Mamiero, of Coshuta. Their business, out­ 
side of merchandise, haa extended largely 
into the purchase of valuable eatates, and in- 
cludea many of the largest aud finest hacien­ 
das in Mexico. The immediate cause of the 
suspension is said to be the present necessity 
f r the payment of two obligations, amcuEt- 
ing to $100 000 in the aggregate, which could 
not be cashed without Beveral days’ delay. 
The creditors refused it, and the paper went 
to protest. This produced a panic, and a 
run was commenced at once on the house by 
smaller creditors, which resulted in closing 
the doors. It is safe to say the suspension 
will be only temporary. Franks & Co., of 
San Antonio, Tex , are said to be among the 
heaviest creditors.

nreB are being adopted on a mild scale by 
“ the powers that be. ” 
At the Brewster 
Sessions, recently held, at which licenses 
are renewed for the year, those on the 
bench showed a sense of 
responsibility 
■uch as they have rarely evinced before. 
They evidently felt that public houses had 
become far too numerous, and that the 
time was ripe for the inauguration of a 
weeding out procees. 
When it is inti­ 
mated that there are 


NEARLY 130,000 SUCH PLACES 
In the United Kingdom, your readers will 
see the reasonableness of this conclusion, 
and will only wonder that the Magistrates 
should have delayed so long in forming it. 
Another matter of surprise will be that 
these functionaries did not proceed at once 
to give vigorous effect to their convictions 
on this subject; but at this point condem­ 
nation must be tempered with charity. 
American critics must bear in mind that 
tbe public house is an institution which for 
centuries has been almost as strongly in­ 
trenched in the affections of the British 
people as their national churoh. 
Up to 
quite recently the masses have seen no 
harm in it, but have looked upon it, rather, 
»s the fountain of many innocent comforts 
and blessings. 
The policy has been to lei 
it alone, and, certainly, where nothing has 
been done for so long, the least advance be­ 
comes important and should he heartily ap­ 
plauded. 
Accordingly, it is no small mat­ 
ter that so many benches gave notice of 
their purpose to 


CAREFULLY EXAMINE ALL APPLICATIONS 
Made to them at the next session, and to 
renew each license only as seemed to be 
really demanded by the wants of the sur­ 
rounding community. 
But Bom e of the 
magistrates did more than this. 
To a cer­ 
tain class of licenses the bench here and 
there Bhowed a most uncompromising hos­ 
tility, sweeping them 'away by wholesale, 
one Court striking as many as sixty from 
the register in a single day. 
These were 
“ off” licenses, held mostly by grocers, en­ 
titling to sell liquor for consumption away 
from the p re m is e s . 
Off, many of them 
now are, with a vengeanoe, and the whole 
system is threatened, for it has been dis­ 
covered that the eminently respectable 
process of having your drinks brought in a 
grocer’s wagon encoursges bibulousnees 
among a class of people who otherwise 
would be temperate and sober, particularly 
among women. 
Touching the latter point, 
public sentiment has been aroused by ths 
published 
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CIANS, 
These gentlemen are unanimous in their 
views, and one of them, whose testimony is 
a fair sample of the reBt, writes : 
“ So 
many cases of secret drinking have come 
under my care, amongst ladies especially, 
that it would be useless just mentioning 
one or two—many to the entire ruin of 
their families. 
In Dearly every case it haB 
been discovered that the liquor has been 
obtained from grocers, and I believe that 
no teetotal pledges or any other temper­ 
ance movement will do tbe good that the 
total abolition of grocers’ licenses would 
do. 
I know a lady who once or twice a 
month breaks out in the most fearful state 
of intoxication. 
In her case it is always 
obtained from the grocer, a9 Bhe would be 
ashamed to go to the public house.” 


TH E PRESENT LICENSE SYSTEM. 
The question of how to deal with the 
liquor traffic being just now one of absorb­ 
ing interest in so many partB of the United 
States, it may not be amiss to give a sum­ 
mary in this letter of the laws regulating 
the traffio in this country. 
First as to 
licenses. 
A license to sell beer to be con­ 
sumed on the premises costs $17 50 a year, 
And the premises covered by it, to meet 
the requirements of law, must be of an 
annual value of from $60 to $150, accord­ 
ing to location. 
A house for which a 
license to sell both beer and spirits is 
■ought must have at least two public 
rooms in which these articles are sold, and 
one in which they are not, exclusive of the 
rooms occupied by those keeping it. 
In 
cities having not less than 100,000 inhab­ 
itants the annual value of such place must 
be 
not 
less 
than 
$250, 
while 
in 
places 
of 
lees 
than 
10,000 
the 
miBiranm is $150, and elsewhere it is as 
low as $75. 
The cost of a license of the 
U tter clasB varies according to the annual 
value of the premises. 
If the annual value 
were over $75 and under $100, the license 
would be $40 a year, and so on, in fair 
gradation, up to a $3,500 house, for which 
the license would cost an annual sum of 
$350, that amount being the minimum. 
In seeking a license, the applicant must 
give twenty-one days’ notice to one of the 
overseers and to the Superintendent of 
Police of the district. Also, within twenty- 
eight days of the licensing Bession, a notice 
must be affixed and maintained, between 
the hours of 10 and 5, on two successive 
Sundays, on the door of the house for 
which the license is sought, and 


ON THE DOOR OF T n E PARISH CHURCH OR 
CHAPEL, 
Or other conspicuous place, and such no­ 
tice must also be advertised in a local pa­ 
per on some day not more than four nor 
less than two weeks before the applica­ 


tion, and on such day or day», if any, as 
may be fixed by the licensing justices. 
Next to the point of whether or not a li­ 
censed house is needed in that particular 
locality, the magistrate will give the great­ 
est attention to the fitness of the applicant. 
They will require him to be of good moral 
character, and to give bonds. 


DAMAGING STATEMENT, IF TRUE. 
If it is true, as a paper before me states, 
that of the S. 000 saloon-keepers in New 
York City 2,004 have been inmates of 
State prisons, 2,645 in county prisons and 
1,896 confined at different times at police 
stations, this is a point not much insisted 
upon over in your country. 
Here, how­ 
ever, it mean» something, and as a matter 
of fact the keeepers of public houses in 
England are a better class of people by a 
hundred per cent, than the generality of 
retail dealers in America. 
And not the 
least creditable trait in the conduct of En­ 
glish publicans is their strict obedience to 
law. 
Such a thing as open defiance of any 
statute is absolutely unknown among them, 
and notwithstanding the greatest vigilance 
on the part of the police, it is the rarest 
thing for any of them to be detected in an 
attempt to evade or dodge the law. 


TH E HOURS OF CLOSING 
Vary according to the population of the 
place. 
In London the ordinary week night 
hour is 12:30 a. m. 
In smaller places they 
shut up at 11, and in the leaat populous at 
10. 
In Scotland, WaleB and the greater 
portion of Ireland the publics are closed 
all day on Sunday. 
In England on that 
day they are closed all morning and for 
three hours in the afternoon. 
It ia prob­ 
able that entire closing on the Sabbath 
day will soon become general throughout 
the United Kingdom. 
Meanwhile publi­ 
cans, in those parts where such a law does 
not exist, are encouraged to be a Uw unto 
themselves both as regards Sunday closing 
and early closing, for an agreement on their 
part to close their places on the first day of 
the week, and to shut up an hour before 
the stipulated time on other days, secures 
to them a two-sevenths' rebate from their 
license money, or they can get one-seventh 
reduction for doing either one of these 
things. 
Failure to close at the appointed 
hours exposes the offender to a fine of from 
$50 to $100. 
In like manner a fine of a 
smaller amount is incurred by those (lodg­ 
ers and travelers excepted) who may be 
found on licensed premises after hours. 


VIOLATIONS OF THE LAW. 
Selling spirits or beer without a license, 
or in other than standard measures ; adul­ 
teration of liquors; refusing admission to 
police constable ; selling or giving liquor 
to police constable when on duty ; selling 
to those under 16 years of age ; these are 
all offenses against the law, and when de­ 
tected are promptly punished. 
For allow­ 
ing prostitutes on his premises any longer 
than is necessary to enable them to obtain 
reasonable refreahmentsjthe publican ren­ 
ders himself liable in the sum of from $50 
to $100, and a like penalty is incurred if 
the house be used for illegal gaming or bet­ 
ting, or if drunkenness, or any violent, 
quarrelsome or riotouB conduct be per­ 
mitted, or if liquor be sold to any druDken 
person. 
But iu the latter case the law 
again steps in for the 


PROTECTION OF PUBLICANS, 
Giving them the power to expel disorderly 
persons, and making such persons, who re­ 
fuse to quit the premises when asked to do 
so, liable to a penalty of $25, or, in de­ 
fault, to a term of imprisonment with hard 
labor. 
Every conviction Becnred against 
the keeperB of public houses for any of the 
offenses enumerated above is entered in the 
license register, and may, at the discre­ 
tion of the magistrates, be indorsed on the 
publican’s own license papers, two such in­ 
dorsements calling for the forfeiture of 
these instruments and disqualifying the 
man from engaging in the business for five 
years afterwards. 
For some offenses the 
license must be forfeited on a first convic­ 
tion, as, for instance, where the premises 
have been used as a brothel, or where an 
internal communication has been made be­ 
tween the house licensed and some other 
having no license. 
Thus, the law holds the saloon-keeperB 
with a tight grip in this country, and the 
traffic is regulated to perfection. 
But 
drunkenness still abounds, and there is 
still plenty of work for both legislators and 
moral suaaionists.

HOW T H E W IN D 9 T IB S D P T H E SEA. 


One of the first things to observe in a 
storm is the way the wind acts. 
It does 
not blow regularly, but in gusts. 
At one 
moment it bends over the branches of the 
trees ; in the next it has loosened its hold 
and let them fiy back. 
We see it swelling 
out a ship's sails into a full puff, a minute 
later the sails hang Happing as if they had 
been struok down. 
We can account for 
these phenomena and explain the inter- 
mittence of the wind-puffs by assuming 
that the molecules of air, displacing each 
other, 
excite 
a 
vibratory movement, 
which gives rise to little undulations fol­ 
lowing one after another at intervals of a 
few seconds. 
The resultant of a series of 
the undulations is a puff of wind which 
comes on suddenly aud is followed by a 
short lull. 
A series of puffs constitute 
a squall, aud an aggregation of Baualls 
forms the atmospheric wave which 
is 
exiled a gale of wind. 
We should natu­ 
rally expect to observe the same phases in 
the formation of sea waves ; and, in faot, 
if we carefully examine a wave we shall 
find that it is covered with very line rip­ 
ples, that correspond to the atmospheric 
vibrations. 
The rippleB give rise to wave­ 
lets, which correspond to the undulations 
of the air, and are seen on the upper part 
of the waves. 
The wave proper appears 
to consist of a series of wavelets. 
A num. 
her of waves constitute a billow ; a series 
of billows gives rise to a heavy sea (paquet 
de mcr) ; a series of heavy seas produces 
the great swell or tidal wave of the storm. 
From the nautical point of view the rip­ 
ples are of no importance, for they are 
seldom more than a few milimeters in 
diam eter; but from the scientific point 
of 
view they may be considered 
as 
the origin of the swing of the liquid 
element, for they engender the wave­ 
lets. 
The last are still of no interest to 
the sailor, but are important in their rela­ 
tion to works of art, which are disinte­ 
grated by their blows, apparently insig­ 
nificant, bnt infinitely multiplied. 
The 
wavelets are from 10 to 30 centimeters in 
diameter and not very long. A very heavy 
wind breaks them up and contributes to 
the formation of a fine dust of salt water 
or salt spray, whioh is destructive to vege­ 
tation on exposed coasts. The wave proper 
may, iu the English channel, be about 10 
feet high, 30 feet or more broad,and 80 
feet long; its proportions do not disturb 
large ships, but it is destructive io the 
long run to port works aud is dangerous to 
small craft when it breaks. 
We may esti­ 
mate that ten waves make a billow. 
Tbe 
first of the ten may be relatively small, 
but the others go on increasing to the last. 
—[Popular Scienoe Monthly.

MATHEM ATICAL 
GEOGRAPHY. 


I n te r e s tin g : Ixplanatlon of Some Well 


K n o w n 
b u t n o t G e n e r a lly U n d e r sto o d 
Facts. 
A w riter npon m athem atical geography, 
in the M edina (Ohio) News, gives the fol­ 
lowing, which will be of much interest to 
m ost readers : 
We will make inquiry a« to the direction 
of the earth’s axis. 
M any persons suppose 
th a t the north pole is elevated per se, and 
the Bouth pole depreBBed. 
Now, toward 
w hat part of the heavens does the northern 
part of the earth’s axis point ? 
Tne an­ 
swer will he th at it points toward the 
north. 
Yes, b at does it point north near 
the horia.D, or does it point considerably 
above tne horizon? 
Let us investigate. 
The earth ’s axis points very nearly toward 
the north star. 
If wo were at the equator 
the horizon and the earth’s axis would be 
parallel, aDd we should see the north star 
due north in the horizon. 
Ii we should 
come one degree north the star would seem 
to rise one degree above the horizon. 
It 
we come ten degrees north, the Btar would 
seem to rise ten degrees; if forty-five de­ 
grees, the star would be half way between 
the horizon and zenith. 
If w eshouldstop 
at Medina, the north s'a r would be 41 de­ 
grees, b miDutes, and 54 seconds above the 
horizon, because Medina is so m any de­ 
grees, m inutes aud seconds in north lati­ 
tude. 
So you see the direction of the earth’s 
axis and the position of the pole of the 
heavens depend on the position of the ob­ 
server. 
If he is th irty degrees north, the 
north star will be th irty degrees above the 
horizoD, and if ho should go to the north 
cole the north star would be exactly over­ 
head, and while the earth turned around 
iu one direction, all the baevenly bodies 
would Beem to move horizontally in the 
opposite direction. 
W ell, the north pole is elevated, then, 
is it not ? 
No, not per se. 
I t is only ele­ 
vated relatively to us who live in the north­ 
ern hemisphere. 
The same phenomena ob­ 
tain iu the southern hemisphere. 
If one 
Bhould go ten degrees south from the equa­ 
tor, the south pole of the heavens and the 
south star, if there is one, would be ten 
degrees above the heavens, and b o on. 
N either pole is elevated or depressed 
generally, only relatively. 
L,3t no one pass 
hastily over the point discussed above, 
thinking it unim portant. 
1 assure you it 
is the open sesame to arriving at a some­ 
w hat familiar 
acquaintance w ith either 
m athem atical geography or astronomy. 
Our second inquiry follows the first as 
naturally as effect follows cause. 
I t is in 
reference to the apparent daily motion of 
the sun. 
In the sum m er the sun at sjn- 
rise is far away in the northeast. 
But as 
it climbs the morning sky it seems to 
awing far southw ard, so th a t at noon it is 
never less than eighteen degrees and some 
minutes south of our z.enith. 
In the after­ 
noon it makes its way back again to the 
north. 
W nat causes this curious swingiog 
to and fro, north and south ? 
Are the 
phenomena the same at all places, here and 
at Hudson’s Bay, at the equator and in 
Chile ? N ot at all. 
A t the equator there is 
no such swinging sonth in the forenoon and 
north in the afternoon. 
If a person at the 
equator sees the sun rise in the east, at 
noon it Is exactly overhead, and sets exactly 
west. 
If it rises a little north of east, it 
is north at noon, and sets a little north of 
w est. 
But at Hudson’s Bay the sun seems 
further north at annrise and further Boutb 
at noon than at Medina. 
Strange as it may 
seem, the farther one goes north, the fur­ 
th er north the sun seems at sunrise, and 
th e further south at noon. 
In South 
America these phenomena are reversed, In 
their summer the sun rises far in the 
south, but at noon it is north of them . 
Again 1 ask w hat causes this apparent 
swinging to and fro of the sun ? 
For it is 
only apparent. 
The snn is no farther 
north at sunrise than at noon. 
I have 
stated above th at north of the eqnator the 
north piole of the heavens and the northern 
part of the earth's axis are elevated above 
the horizon equal to the latitude of any 
given piace. 
A t Medina the earth's axis 
makes an angle w ith the horizon of a little 
over 41 degrees. 
Of course the plane of 
the oroit of the sun’s apparent daily mo­ 
tion is at right angles to the axis. 
I t wiii 
be seen, then, th at the plane of the orbit 
of the sun’s daily motion westw ard is 
tipped from a perpendicular to the horizon 
4 1 degrees tow ard the south, and this 
makes the sun seem each day to veer to 
the south in the forenoon, and to the north 
iu the afternoon.

If two etakes be set five miles (or any 
other distance) apart, in an eqnal distance 
from the equator, and the same latitude, 
then another stake be s it midway between 
them and exactly in range, the middle 
stake is farther from the equator than the 
other stakes. 
If two places he equally distant from 
the eqnator, the shortest route from one to 
the other is all of it farther north than 
either of the places. 
Let it be remem­ 
bered th at the shortest route between two 
places on the earth’s snrface is part of a 
great circle of the earth, and th at no part 
of a great circle coincides w ith a parallel 
of latitude. 
A person wishes to go from Oregon, 
where the forty-fifth parallel intersects the 
Pacific Ocean, to where the same parallel 
m eets the Bay of Fundy. 
The Bhorteet 
route between these two places is not along 
the parallel. 
Following the line of lati­ 
tude, the distance is 2, "S3 miles ; but fol­ 
lowing a great circle, north of the parallel, 
the distance is only 2,723 miles—(10 miles 
less than following along the parallel. The 
m iddle of the shortest route is 236 miles 
north of the parallel. 
“ W ell, this is 
strange,” says o n e ; " I do not quite be­ 
lieve th at circling round 236 miles north 
makes the distance 60 miles less than keep­ 
ing straight along the parallel.” 
W ell, 
tru th will remain truth, w hether believed 
or not. 
W hen I speak of a straight line, I 
mean straight except conforming to the 
curvature of the earth—such a line as is 
made when a small cord is drawn tig h t be­ 
tween tw o places on the earth’s surface. 
W ere the earth's surface smooth like ice, 
and two points taken on the same parallel, 
a few miles apart, and a cord draw n tight 
betw een them , this would be a straight 
line, and it would also be a part of a great 
circle -. it would be the shortest route be­ 
tween the two points, and the entire route 
would be further north than either of the 
two points. 
If a person in north latitude 
starts in a direction at right angles to a 
meridian, th at is, if he starts due east and 
keeps on in th at straight line he will in 30 
degrees cross the eqnator, and in going 90 
degrees further he will be as far south of 
the equator as he was north of it when he 
started. 
If in north latitude a line be run due east 
to an object a mile off, and then from this 
object a line be rnn a mile due west, this 
last line will not run back to the point of 
starting, but will run a little south of it. 
Not only will this be the case in running 
lines east and west, but the same results 
obtain 
in 
running 
lines 
in 
any 
di­ 
rection 
except 
north 
or 
south. 
For 
instance, 
let 
a 
line 
of 
one 
mile 
be 
run 
north 
by 
20 
degrees 
west, 
then set the compass at the other end of 
th e line to rnn Bouth by 20 degrees east, 
and this last line will not rnn back to the 
place of starting. 
I will here beg pardon 
beforehand of all persons th at live on a so- 
called east and west road. 
Please be con­ 
vinced th a t a line or a road th at is straight 
never rnns dne east and west, bo far as one 
rod of its course, though it be a thousand 
miles in length. 
If the road is straight, and runs east and 
w est at the Court-house, it does not run 
east and w est at the depot. 
How can it ? 
For a line or a road to run east and west, it 
m ust cross m eridians at right angles. 
If 
the road cross a m eridian a t right angles at 
the Court-house, it cannot cross a meridian 
at right angles at the depot, for meridians 
are not parallel. 
So you see th at the idea 
of living on a straight road that runs due 
east and west through a township, or half 
a mile beside your farm, is a m yth, a hum ­ 
bug, a delusion. 
W ell, are the above propositions applied 


to practical purposes ? 
Indeed, 
indeed 
they are. 
Short lines across one’s farm are 
run w ithout paying any attention to them. 
B at when long lines are run the surveyor 
shonld understand the above principles 
and practice them. 
W ere any of my 
readers w ith Captain Seward two years 
ago, when he was running from Akron 
through Medina to Tiffin for a contem­ 
plated railroad ? 
If so, did yon notice th at 
in some respects his method differed from 
most surveyors while running lines across 
farms ! 
Suffice it to say, his method for 
running a straight line from Akron to 
Tiffin is a complete indorsement and adop­ 
tion of the propositions set forth about. 
W hether Captain Seward found that 
straight line from Akron to Titan or not, 
there is an imaginary straight line between 
those places, and it is hedged in by the 
following conditions : 
If it is the shortest 
route between those places it is a part of a 
great circle, and no two rods of a part of a 
great circle except the equator run in the 
same direction in reference to the points 
of the compass. 
Therefore if a straight 
line be run from Akron to Tiffin, no two 
rods of its course run in the same direc­ 
tion. 
In w riting on this branch of geography 
I have om itted many of the most interest­ 
ing and 
useful propositions because 
I 
could not use diagrams to illustrate and 
explain them . 
I have regretted th at I 
could not use diagrams to illustrate the 
points to which I have referred. 
B ut per­ 
haps it is as well that I have presented 
this subject to the teachers of this coun­ 
ty 
without 
further 
illustration. 
I 
hope th at the mere mention of the some­ 
w hat curious proposition above will excite 
curiosity and stimulate investigation to see 
if these propositions are true. 
My young 
teacher friends will make a m istake if they 
delude themselves w ith the idea th at the 
above points, though true, are of no utility. 
Two more propositions will suffice. 
One 
half of every great circle of the earth, ex­ 
cept the equator, is north of the equator, 
and the other half is sonth of it. 
If a 
line be rnn one mile to a stake, then the 
compass be set at the stake to rnn east an­ 
other mile, and b o on continuing to set the 
compass to run east at the end of each 
mile, such a line will approach the equator 
forever, yet never reach it.

It would scarcely be doing the proper 
thing for me to w rite the name of our host 
or any of his family, but to such an extent 
did one of his many girls attract me th at I 
have called her the “ C atam aran,” and 
will endeavor to describe her. 
A girl of

plexion, hair as black as the raven’s plume, 
eyes as deep as the sea and as black as 
coals, w ith long eyelaehes, and teeth like a 
m inature graveyard, white and regular as 
the tom bstones; about five feet three 
inches high, and as straight as an arrow. 
A calico dress adorned her shapely person, 
and we looked w ith adm iration at her as 
we sat in front of the door, and asked the 
distance to Ooffeeville. 
She said not a 
word, but her rosy lips seemed to curl 
w ith mingled acorn and admiration. 
Dim­ 
ples graced her cheeks, and when Bhe 
laughed—as she did after a while—her 
whole face was lit up in a way th at is in­ 
describable. 
Mr. Dash said it was not too 
far to Coffeeville, but urged us to stay with 
him. 
Jake seemed to know him. and we 
concluded to stay for the night. The home 
was much like all others in this section, 
bu t the wife was a New Y ork (Oswego) 
woman of culture, and we spent the even­ 
ing very pleasantly. And here I will again 
notice the “ C atam aran.” 
She said but 
little, but seemed to be ubiquitous. 
Here 
and there, everywhere in a m inute. 
I 
could hear her talk to the other children— 
for she seemed to be the general manager— 
and her toDgue would swing like a bell- 
clapper, but before us she said but little. 
A bout S o’clock she disappeared, and I 
looked in vain for her. 
After a while a 
wagon was heard coming, and in a moment 
more a strapping big fellow of about 20 
came in and asked for the “ C atam aran.” 
" I ’ll be there directly,” said her voice 
from some invisible quarter, and in a mo 
m ent mere she came bounding into the 
room 
completely metamorphosed. 
But 
I 
will 
not 
speak 
of 
her 
dress— 
for beauty unadorned is adorned most. 
“ Come, let’s h u rry ,” said she, pushing 
her gallant to the door; “ we’ll be back 
when we get here,” said she, as she passed 
into the darkness, and in a moment more 
the sound of a hay wagon rum bling across 
the prairie waB all th at was heard. 
I asked 
where Bhe was going to, and her little sis­ 
ter said she was going to a “ kissm g bee,” 
about ten miles away. She spoke as if it was 
nothing unusual and no comments were 
made n p o n it; but I thought of it after I had 
laid down, and wondered if Buch was the 
custom of the country. She returned about 
4 o’clock, and at 6 o’clock was up and 
working as usual. 
A greater num ber of 
“ grass widows ” does not, I venture to say, 
live anywhere in the same num ber of miles 
than can be found in the counties of La­ 
bette and Montgomery, Kansas. 
I think 
th at out of tw enty houses we passed, ten 
of them were inhabited by those peculiar 
Kind of widows whose husbands (or some­ 
times the wife) had “ lit o u t” and gone 
away to the Hast, WeBt or Indian T erri­ 
tory.— [Corr. St. Louis Republican. 


OPOSSUM HUNTING IN AUSTRALIA. 


l ’rofessor H . N. Moseley, in his " C h a l­ 
lenger N otes,” speaks of a visit hekiade to 
the domain of Sir W illiam M cA rthur, at 
( amden Park, forty miles from Sydney, 
New South W ales, and gives his experience 
in hunting the opossum. 
He says : The 
Park is 10,000 acres in extent. 
H ere I 
w ent out on several occasions to shoot 
opossums by moonlight. 
The opossums 
are out feeding on the trees at night, or 
are out on the ground, and rush up the 
trees on the approach of danger. 
They 
are very difficult to see by one not accus­ 
tomed to such work, but those who habit­ 
ually shoot thom discover them with aston­ 
ishing ease. 
In order to find the animals, 
one places himself eo as to get successive 
portions of the tree between his eye and the 
moonlight, and thus searching the tree over, 
at last he catches sight of a dark mass 
crouching on a branch, and usually sees the 
ears pricked up as the animal watcheB the 
danger. 
This is called “ mooning” the 
opossums. 
Then, 
with 
a 
gun 
in 
one’s 
hand, 
one 
fully 
realizes 
for 
the 
first 
time 
the 
meaning 
of 
the saying, “ ’Possum up a gum -tree.” 
The unfortunate beast has the toughness of 
his skin alone to trust to. 
“ Bang !” and 
down it comes w ith a thud on the ground, 
falling head first, tail outstretched ; or it 
clings w ith claws or tail, or both, to the 
branches, swaying about wounded, and re­ 
quires a second shot. 
I t must come down 
at last, unless, indeed, the tree be so high 
th at it is out of shot, or it manages to nip 
a small branch w ith its prehensile tail, in 
which case it sometimes contrives to hang 
up even when dead and remain out of 
reach. 
Nearly all the-fem ale opossums 
which I shot 
had 
a single young one 
in the pouch. 
The youDg seemed to 
be 
attached 
with 
equal 
frequency 
to 
the 
right 
or left 
teat. 
I 
shot 
the 
animals 
in the 
hopes 
of 
ob­ 
taining young 
in the earlier stage, 
but 
found none such. 
Among stockmen, and 
even some well-educated people, in A us­ 
tralia there is a conviction th at the young 
kangaroo grows out as a sort of bud on the 
teat of the m other within the ponch. 
W e 
killed about tw enty opossums in a couple 
of hours on each occasion on which I went 
out.

MISCELLANEOUS. 


BYDRGPHOBIA. 


For Bome tim e M. I’astenr, the French 
investigator, has been experimenting, with 
a view of discovering w hether the fatal in­ 
fection of rabies can be disarmed of its 
power by inoculation. 
I t is said th at he 
now possesses four dogs which are proof 
against the infection, whatever may be the 
method of inoculation used or the viru­ 
lence of the m atter, while other dogs in­ 
oculated w ith the same virus invariably 
perish. 
The experimenter raises the ques­ 
tion w hether these four animals owe their 
im punity to spontaneous recovery from a 
mild attack, which may have escaped ob­ 
servation, or w hether they are naturally 
refractory to the disease. One of the three 
dogs which he inoculated in 1SS1 survived, 
and thongh twice inoculated in 
1882, 
he 
did 
not 
become 
rabid. 
The 
im­ 
portance 
of 
finding 
a 
remedy 
for 
all forms of hydrophobia is magnified by 
two facts brought to light by the re­ 
searches of M. Bert. 
One of these is th at 
even if the saliva of a mad dog does not 
communicate rabies it may prove fatal by 
producing serious local injuries—in other 
words, the secretions of rabid animals 
have poisonous properties over and above 
the special rabie virus. 
The second fact 
is that it does net follow because a dog 
which has bitten any perBon does not die 
th at the animal is free from rabies. 
These 
conclusions will add to the terrors of the 
disease. 
B nt there is some consolation in 
learning from M. Bert th at the mere salivas 
of rabid dogs do not always communicate 
the deadly vim s, and apparently never 
communicate it unless they contain the 
mucus horn the respiratory organs, which 
seems to be the favorite portion of the 
saliva. 


T h e 
P a i-a l 
A im h i v e s . — The 
Papal 
archives which Leo X II. recommended to 
the attention of Cardinals Luoea, P itra and 
H ergenrother a few dayB ago as furnish­ 
ing invaluable m aterials for the defense 
and justification of the papacy, are stored 
in the three floors of one of the Vatican 
buildings called the “ Specola,” the lower 
portion of which was the residence of the 
Pope’s brother before he became a Car­ 
dinal. 
The first floor, consisting of eight 
rooms, is called the “ D epartm ent of Avig­ 
non,” and is entirely taken up w ith re­ 
ceipts, bills, briefs, apostolic letters, etc , 
collected by the PopcB of Avignon daring 
the period of the schism. 
The four large 
rooms into which the second floor ¡3 divided 
contain what is called the Archives “ del 
Castello,” a collection of documents re­ 
ferring to the temporal power. 
The col­ 
lection derives its name from the fact that 
it was formerly kept in the castle of St. 
Angelo. 
The space of the third floor is 
entirely devoted to the correspondence of 
the Popes w ith the nuncios accredited to 
the different foreign powers. 
Among the 
“ miscellaneous ” papers deposited in one 
room of the building is said to be the orig­ 
inal m anuscript of D ante’s “ Divina Com- 
m eda.” 
Reference to the Papal archives 
is no eaBV m atter. 
They are classed and 
arranged, however, according to the differ- 
enot countries to which they refer, and 
this affords some help to the explorer in 
his researches,—[Pall Mall Gazette.

THE CIVIL BIGHTS BILL DECISION. 
It cannot be said that the decision of the 
Supreme Court of the United States, hold­ 
ing the first and second section» of the “Act 
to protect all citizens in their civil and legal 
rights,” approved March 1, 1875, invalid 
as to the States, but binding as to the 
Territories, ia unexpected by those who 
have studied the subject in the past. 
At the time of its passage the legality of 
the Act involved in grave doubt some of 
the best friends of the negro. It has long 
been the opinion of many leading jurists of 
the country that the Act was an exercise of 
power by the Federal Government in 
excess of the authority intended to be 
conferred by the Fourteenth Amendment. 
In the debates upon the bill the very ob­ 
jections were raised to it, by thoughtful 
minds, which the Supreme Court now sus­ 
tains. The first section of the Act reads : 
Section 1. That all persons within the jurisdic­ 
tion of the United States sha1! be entitled to the full 
and equal enjoyment of the accommod ifcions, ad­ 
vantages, la ilities and » rivi leges of inus, public 
conveyances on land or water, theaters, and other 
places of public amusement; subject only to the 
conditions and limitations established by law, and 
applicable alike to citizens of every race and color, 
regard ess ef any previous condition of servitude. 
Section 2 provides that the violation of Section 
1 by denial of the privileges secured, except for law­ 
ful reasons, to citizens of any race or color, and re- 
gard’et-s of any previous condition of servitude, 
shall be deemed a crime, punishable by fine or im­ 
prisonment, and by forfeiture to the person 
aggrie ?ed of $500 penalty and costs. It gives the 
right to sue for the penalties at common law or 
under State statute. 
The esse before the Supreme C*urt in­ 
volved the question of denial of rights and 
privileges to colored citizens in inns, on 
vehicles of public transportation and in 
placeB of public amusement, by individu­ 
als, and not pursuant to State laws. The 
chief of the cases was that of Robin­ 
son and wife against the Memphis and 
Charleston Railroad Company. The Su­ 
preme C.'urt holds that the authority did 
not reside in the Federal Congress to pass 
the Act either under the Thirteenth or 
Fourteenth Amendments to the Consti­ 
tution, because those amendments are pro­ 
hibitory upon the legislation of States only, 
while the legislation which Congress might 
properly indulge in to enforce the amend­ 
ments is corrective only. 
These amend­ 
ments, or so much of them as are vital to 
this consideration, are : 
ARTICLE tin . 
Section 1. Xeither slavery nor involuntary servi- 
tnde, except as a punishment for crime, whereof the 
ptrty shall have been duly convicted, shall exist 
in the United States, or any place subject to their 
jurisdiction. 
Section 2. Congress shall have power tl enforce 
this Article by appropriate legislation. 
[Declared in force December IS, 1865 ) 
ARTICLE XIV. 
Section 1. Ali persons born or naturalized in the 
United States, and subject to the jurisdiction there 
of, are citizens of the United Sutes, and of the 
State wherein they reside. No State shall make or 
enforce anv law which shall abridge the privileges 
or immunities of citizens of the United States; nor 
shall any State deprive any person of life, liberty or 
property- without due process of law, nor deny to 
any person within its jurisdiction the equal protec­ 
tion of the laws. 
Section 5. The Congress shall have power to en­ 
force, by appropriate legislation, the provisions of 
this Article.i Declared in force July 2$, 1868.] 
The Court holdB that the legislation au­ 
thorized to be adopted by Congress for en­ 
forcing either of these amendments is not 
direct legislation upon the matters re­ 
specting which States are prohibited by 
the amendments from making or enforc­ 
ing acts, It was not intended, says the 
heart, for instance, that the forbidding 
:f -a Sute to deprive a citizen of liberty 


or property without due process of law, 
should give power to (1 ongreBS to provide 
the due process for the protection of life, 
liberty and property. It was intended 
only to prevent State laws obnox­ 
ious to the constitutional amendments 
from being enforced, to the deprivation of 
the rights and privileges secured to citi­ 
zens. In other words, we are to under­ 
stand that Congress cannot within the 
scope of its authority affirmatively enter 
the domain of the State to provide the 
process for the protection guaranteed. If 
a State by law sought to deprive a citizen 
of a right secured to him under the Con- 
stitution.then the Federal power would in­ 
tervene to enforce the constitutional pro­ 
hibition. The Thirteenth Amendment re­ 
lates only to slavery and involuntary servi­ 
tude, and hence did not confer upon Con­ 
gress the authority to pass the law at 
issue, for the power given Congress, says 
the Court, extendB only to the subject 
matter of the amendment itself—slavery, 
and its necessarj incidents and conse­ 
quences, and has nothing to do with dif­ 
ferent races or colors. A speaker, we 
may here interpolate, at the íecent col­ 
ored Convention, referred to the equality 
recognized in France, but he did not go 
further and point out that it is not the re­ 
sult of an affirmative law, but rather of 
social conditions. Tne Court says that the 
whole question of legal equality of races and 
classes of citizens ia confined to the Four­ 
teenth Amendment, which prohibits the 
States from doing anything to interfere 
with such equality; that is to say, then, 
it must be assumed that the equality ex­ 
ists, and the guaranteed rights are enjoyed, 
and are undisturbed except by adverse 
legislation. 
As far back as the celebrated case of 
Mann vs. Illinois the Bams Cburt held, 
where it was objected that a State statute 
was opposed to so much of the Fourteenth 
Amendment as prohibited a State from de- 
nytng to any person the equal protection of 
the laws, that the amendment simply pre­ 
vents a State from doing that which will 
operate as a deprivation of a right without 
due process of law—it is, in short, a lim­ 
itation upon the powers of the States. 
The decision, therefore, does not limit or 
narrow the guarantees secured to colored 
citizens, who in their recent Convention 
declared that they “ have had enough of 
class legislation.” Mr. Douglass, speaking 
in that body, was commended for his state­ 
ment that “ the amendments to the Con­ 
stitution establish freedom and abolish all 
unfair and invidious discrimination against 
citizens on account of race and color, bo far 
as law can do so. In their view citizens 
are neither black nor white, and all are 
equals.” And, again, when he declared, 
“ We leave social equality where it should 
be left—with each individual man and 
woman. No law can regulate or control 
it.” The Civil Rights Act goes to its death 
without injury to guaranteed rights, and 
the decision does not signify retrogression. 
But it has served a purpose as an aid in 
breaking down political prejudices which 
can never again exist in the Republic. 
AVOIDANCE OF THE CHI.iEbE RESTRIC­ 
TION ACT. 
It is alleged that nine out of ten of all 
the Chinese arriving on the steamers from 
Hongkong are of the identical class in­ 
tended to be excluded by the ten-year 
Chinese Exclusion A ct; that by means of 
certificates issued by the Chinese Superin­ 
tendent of Customs, hundreds of Chinese 
come to the coast under the guise of 
traders, students, merchants and travelers, 
who are really under the ban of the re­ 
striction law ; that our own Customs 
officers have no discretion in the matter, 
and are, under the law, compelled to accept 
the Chinese certificate of the right of the 
Chinaman bearing it to land, and that 
there is no check whatever to the issuance 
of these certificates by the officials in 
China. If these things are true, and the 
evidences certainly appear to substantiate 
the allegations, then so far as our Restric­ 
tion Act is concerned, it is wholly at the 
mercy of Chinese officials in China, who 
have no care whatever regarding the en­ 
forcement of our laws, and probably 
secretly enjoy the power they possess to 
nullify our enactments. The San Fran­ 
cisco Bulletin relates how these certificates 
of right to land are procured : “ Accord­ 
ing to reports which come from Chinamen 
themselves, certificates are secured in thiB 
way : The Chinaman wishing to come to 
this country makes application to the 
Superintendent of Customs, to whom he 
gives his name, occupation, etc. He does 
not obtain hiB certificate then ; goes away, 
and in the course of a week or two two In­ 
spectors are sent out by the Chinese Su­ 
perintendent to look into the case and 
to ascertain whether or not the applicant’s 
story is correct. They hunt up the appli­ 
cant, and no case is recorded, so far as 
known, where a certificate has been re­ 
fused.” The exclusion of Chinese accord­ 
ing to certain restrictions was entitled to 
be fairly and honestly tried. If the law 
can be and is evaded as stated, then 
there has been and can be no test of the 
system of Chinese exclusion, and which it 
is most desirable, alike for the friends of 
the law and the system, and those who 
doubt and oppose the policy of both, shall 
be fairly tried. The ten-year limit is slip­ 
ping away, and very little has been gained, 
because between the freebooters and smug­ 
glers on the north of us, the sentimentalists 
of the east and the certificate business 
in China, the operation of the law has been 
retarded, and in several respects practically 
defeated. This is much to be regretted, 
and it would seem to be the first duty of 
Congress when it assembles to take steps 
to close the loopholes by which one of its 
most solemn enactments ia entered and de­ 
spoiled of its vitality. 


- ■ ■ - 
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BOLD STEALING IN NEW YORK. 
A most singular state of affairs has de­ 
veloped in the New York Bureau of Ar­ 
rears. A clerk named Carroll is a heavy 
defaulter. Had the most ordinary precau­ 
tions been taken, the most ordinary 
business system been observed, the theft 
would not have been possible. The fraud 
was so bold-faced, so easy of detection, 
that the wonder is it ever escaped atten­ 
tion for an hour. Whenever payment of 
arrears is made in the department, it íb the 
duty of the clerk to receive the money 
and enter it on his books. He must then 
pass it to the cashier who enters it again, 
and from these the ledger entries are made 
up, while the money passes on to the head 
of the department, who retains the custody 
of it. Now, while this ia not a very secure 
system of checks and balances, since the 


ohecks are all within one department, still, 
if those over the clerk were prompt in 
duty, and daily examined the entries and 
balanced the whole set of 
books, 
as should be done in 
all 
snch 
departments, no fraud would be possible, 
except by collusion. 
If there should 
be collusion, however, it must be assumed 
the rascals would be sharp enough to cover 
their tracks by forcing balances, or by 
omitting entries in the first instance. But 
nothing of this kind was done. Carroll 
simply received the money, made the en­ 
try and put the dollars in his pocket, 
trusting to good luck and the chance of the 
cashier or head of the bureau ever looking 
over bis books. Had they done so they 
must have discovered the theft. Mayor 
Kison says, “ It makes me Bick to think 
such a fraud could be perpetrated, and go 
so long and not be discovered ; it makes 
me sick to think there are such dishoneBt 
men put into office.” It is sincerely to be 
hoped that EdBon will become so “ sick,” 
and the citizens of New York so ill, and 
the people of all the municipalities in the 
Union so grievously unwell, that they can 
seenre no relief except by divorcing poli­ 
tics from municipal atlairs. This must 
come in time. Under the system now in 
vogue by which ward managers name oni 
officials, who in tnrn must reward with 
clerkships those who work for them and 
strike at the pollB ; under the system that 
seizes upon a part of every salary as a 
means to defray party expenses, reward 
“ the boys ” and fee ticket-peddlers and 
bullies, we must not be so foolish as to ex­ 
press surprise that clerks steal, officials 
rob, and bosses plunder the cities of the 
country. There is no reason why snch 
things Bhould be. Politics have nothing to 
do with the keeping of streets, the im­ 
provement of parkü, the lighting of high­ 
ways, the drainage of a town, with sewer­ 
age systems, the disposal of sewage, 
with dcbt-diecharge or municipal financial 
economy. We mistake ; politics do have 
much to do with all these purely business 
affairs, and that is the matter with mo9t 
of our city administrations. The remedy 
is not difficult of application ; it is at the 
band of every man if be will but reach 
forth and apply it. As a New York 
paper puts it, “ any reform which stops 
short of the complete elimination of poli­ 
tics will be at best only a half-way rem­ 
edy. The service should be reconttructed 
thoroughly, and all appointments and pre­ 
ferments be based upon merit and fitness 
alone. This would simply bo introducing 
into the municipal departments the ordi­ 
nary methods followed by every merchant 
and banker in his bnainess- There is not 
a business house in the city whero such 
frauds a3 Carroll’s conld pass undiscovered 
for a single day.” 


A BLUE LAW FC'LLY. 
W ithout further light than the telegraph 
has granted to us, it is very difficult to 
ascertain what possible motive could have 
actuated the men who procured the arrest 
of people in Connecticut for an alleged 
violation of an old blue law Sunday enact­ 
ment, which has been buried for a hundred 
and fifty years in the must and rust of 
forgetfulness. A number of citizens driv­ 
ing by on Sunday paused to gather nuts 
the early frost and the wind had cast from 
trees by the wayside. For this they were 
pounced upon by officers who appear to 
to have been conveniently in hiding, and 
marched off, women, children and men, to 
a barn-yard, where they were herded like 
cattle all day long, and even after a 
drizzling rain set in. What good the Con­ 
necticut authorities hope to accomplish by 
this procedure the man of ordinary intelli­ 
gence will fail to discover. If it was de­ 
sirable to secure the repeal of the 
old law utterly, a single arrest would 
have been sufficient to have brought on 
the desired disgust, and some more serious 
offense than picking nuts from the ground 
might have been looked up on which to ex­ 
periment. The cars on railroads are run on 
Sunday in Connecticut ; tramways are 
operated ; hotels and shops kept open ; 
amusements indulged in : livery stables 
conducted, and a score of other violations 
of the old law are open and notorious. But 
where a statute has been fora century dead 
on the law books, what reason there can be 
for reviving it simply because the formali­ 
ty of repealing it has not been gone through 
with, passes conjecture. If the arrests 
were intended as jokes, they were cruel, 
witless and unpardonable. If intended to 
be earnest, and to seenre the enforcement 
of the law, it demonstrates how serious a 
blunder nature makes whan she spares to 
the present the men who arc capable of 
resurrecting such an absurd statute, and 
thus establishing the fact that they were 
born a few centuries too late.

Ocr evening contemporary commits an amusing 
and scarcely pardonable blunder iu publishing the 
Civil Rights Act of M>y 31, 1870, as the law passed 
upon by the Supreme Court of the United States 
on Monday. Tne difepatcbes very distinctly stated 
the date of the Act in issue—March 1, 1875. The 
law published by the Bee is that relating to the 
equal enjoyment of the right of all persons to make 
contracts, to sue, to be secure in person and prop­ 
erty, etc. The Act, ov. rturncd in part, relates to 
the passage by States of laws denying to any per­ 
sons, because of race or color, equal enjoyment of 
the privileges of inns, theaters, cars, etc. Our con­ 
temporary will find the law it quotes in the Revised 
Statutes (edition of 1875), under Title XXIV., page 
348.

Usdrr the old patent law of England the cost to 
an inventor for an exclusive privilege of three years 
was no less than $375, au.i for fourteen years $875. 
All this was ia the way of fees. Of course to the 
poor inventor this was simply proscription. Eng­ 
land ha3 recently, however, reformed its patent laws 
iu part, and American inventors can now make ap­ 
plication by post, aud the fees he must pay cannot 
exceed $-0.

A Most Klgbteons Sentence. 
San F rancisco, October ICth.—Judge 
Tooby’s Court-room was crowded this morn- 
ine with an eager throng, almost tearing 
down the doors in their anxiety to get iu and 
witness the sentencing of Kyiie, the rape 
fiend. The Judge took his seat promptly at 
10 o’clock, and ordered Kylie to stand up 
and say why sentence should not be passed 
upon him. J. D. Whalty, the prisoner’s 
Cjur.8el, moved for a new trial. The motioD 
was denied. Counsel then moved for arrest 
of judgment. Judge Toohy denied the mo­ 
tion, and exceptions were taken in both rul­ 
ings. In pas’ing the sentence, Judge Toohy 
said: "Though yon refused mercy to your 
prostrate victim on the evening of August 
9:b, the law will not now deal so hardly with 
you. It seeks not yonr punishment so much as 
to deter others from imitating your depraved 
example. Instead of a life sentence, and in 
order that you may be encouraged to reform 
your conduct, it i the judgment of law and 
sentence of the Court that you be imprisoned 
in the State Prison at Folsom for and during 
the period of fifty Fears.” A stay of thirty 
days in execution of sentence was granted. 
The New Route East. 
San F rancisco, October lli.h.—The new 
route East, by the way of the Atlantic and 
Pacific Railroad, will bo opened next Satur­ 
day. Airangements between the connecting 
roads have been made, and the first car will 
leave at 9:30 A. M. Satuid.y. No through 
train will be run, a singla through car being 
attached to the regular Southern Pacific ex­ 
press. It will be dropped off at Mohave, and 
there attached to a local, running to Needles, 
where it will be transferred to the Atlantic 
and Pacific train. After the new route is 
opened, the Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe 
road will not run express trains from Alhu- 
querque to Deming, and this morning Assist­ 
ant Superintendent Pratt received a note that 
the Atchison, l’opeka and Santa Fe trains 
would not, after October 20th, make close 
connections with the Southren Pacific trains 
at Deming. Ihry will reach that junction 
about twelve hours behind the present time. 
Grand Enrampinenl, I. O o. F. 
San F rancisco. October Kith.—The Grand 
Encampment, I. O. O. F., met to-day. Com­ 
mittees were perfected, aud the Grand Offi­ 
cers submitted their report.

T., saying that he would arrive iu ths city on 
Friday, and would be ready to go on with the 
case next Tuesday.

San F rancisco, October 16th.—The com­ 
mittee of the Board of Education, after an 
investigation of the charges against Mrs. 
Caldwell, of gagging children in school and 
tuining their faces to the wall for di-- 
ubedience, submitted a report to the Board, 
which decided to reprimand her for inflicting 
unusual punishment. 
The Merced Mnrder t'asc. 
M erced, October 16ih.—At the prelim­ 
inary examination of AViliis Sumner for the 
killing of Thomas Griffith, the District Attor­ 
ney introduced an affidavit showing that part 
of a correspondence betwe. n the prisoner aud 
the wife ol Griffith was iu the possession of 
the prosecution, and th?t the writing showed 
a conspiracy between Willis Sumner and Mrs. 
.jenny Griffith to murder Thomas Griffith. 
The District Attorney then asked the Court 
to order the arrest of Mrs. Griffith, and that 
a search warrant iesne to the Sheriff to search 
toe person and residence of Mrs. Griffi h for 
farther written evidence of her complirity in 
the murder. Ju-tice Robertson made the 
order. The woman is under arrest and the 
Sheriff has instituted a search of her resi­ 
dence for the correspondence be .ween her and 
the murderer previous to the commission of 
the crime. Tee letter in the possession of 
tiie District Attorney was given to Buffalo 
Jim, a stage driver, by Mrs. Griffi h, to de­ 
liver to Sumner. Buffalo Jim forgot to de­ 
liver tbe letter. In a few days after the 
mnrder Buffalo Jim gave the letter to the 
Sheriff. The contents of the letter are sim­ 
ply awful, and unfit for publication. Tne 
details of illicit intercourse between tbe par­ 
ties are given with disgusting precision. The 
examination will be resumid on Thursday. 
(SECOND DISPATCH.) 
M erced, October I6tb.—The Sumner- 
Gritti h murder case assumed a new 
phase this morning, on the arrival of the 
widow of the late TLomas O. Griffith at the 
Court-house, to appear as a witness in the 
examination of Willis Sumner, she being 
then arrested by the Sheriff on suspicion of 
complicity with Willis Sumner in the killing 
of her husband, and the two will be placed 
on examination together. Soon after Mrs. 
Griffi th’s arrest, .Judge D. S. Terry was tele­ 
graphed for to defend her, and will be here 
this evening on the late train to prepare for 
hsr defense on Thursday. She is now in jail. 
The extent of the developments made by 
Bearching Mrs. Griffith’s room at the ranch, 
and intercepting letters, is not known to the 
public, but the most exciting rumors are 
atl at concerning them, and it is probable 
that many of them are exaggerations based 
upon trifles. Still the excitement among the 
people increases, and all seem in expectancy 
of something new being developed whenever 
a Sheriff’s officer makes his appearance on 
the street. 
The Lodi Embtxzler In tur Thirteen 
Tears. 
Stockton, October 16:h —Charles S. Wal- 
don, against whom the Grand Jury found 
sixteen indictments—one for forgery and fif­ 
teen for embezzlement—w.,s sentenced to-day 
to imprisonment in the Penitentiary for five 
years for forgery, three years on one charge 
of embezzlement and five years on the other, 
making in all thirteen yearB. The other 
charges against him were dismissed. These 
crimes were committed by him while he was 
bock-keeper of the Grangers’ Business Asso­ 
ciation at Lodi. He was recently brought 
from Chicago by Sheriff Cunniogham. 
Another Stage Kohbery. 
T ruckee. October 16;h.—The Sierra Val­ 
ley stage was again robbed by hiehwaymen 
laet evening, about twelve miles from 
Truckee. Wells, Fargo k Co’s express box, 
containing letters and waybills, and it ia 
thought between 8200 and §300, was carried 
off by the robbers. Th=re were three pas­ 
senger?, two mtn and a woman, in the stage, 
and they were n lieved of their loose change, 
amounting in all to only about 820. Their 
watches or jewelry were not disturbed. 
There were two of the highwaymen, although 
one kept out of sight behind a tree, a few 
yards away. The robbery occurred at pre­ 
cisely tbe same spot where the same stage was 
stopped about two months ago, and Mr. Bux­ 
ton, the driver, is quite certain it was the 
work of the same parties.

Tlic Murphy Lynching 
S a lt Lake, Oclober 16th.—A letter was 
received by acting Governor Thomas, of 
Utah, to day, from Senator Iogalls, of Kan­ 
sas, making an appeal in behalf of John 
Murphy, who was lynched by vigilantes in 
Park City, Utah, several weeks since. 
The Senator says that Murphy was a former 
resident of his connty in Kansas, a good 
uei hbor, and he appealed to the Governor to 
offer a reward for the apprehension of the 
vigilantes. There are no funds in the hands 
of the Governor for this purpose. The sym­ 
pathy of the people in the community where 
ihe lynching wa« done is with the vigilantes, 
and the Grand Jury, which adjourned yes­ 
terday, failed to indict auy of them although 
Murphy's oase was brought before them. 
This is the case in which the vigilantes com­ 
pelled a railroad conductor to take his train 
at midnight and carry them from Park City 
to Coalville, where they took Murphy from 
jail, conveyed him back to Park Ci!y and 
hanged him to a telegraph pole, for the mur­ 
der of a miner by the name of Brannen. 
A New Departure Bl-linp ill—Presidency 
or Ihe Morillo» Church. 
S a lt L ake, October 16 h.—This morning 
a Pullman palace car, containing thirty Mor­ 
mon mission ariep, bound for the East, left 
this city. Ap’.stlo Cannon, at the last Con­ 
ference, annonnc- d that the Elders going on 
mission? invariably traveled without purse or 
scrip.

FARM AND FRUIT. 
The Steady Prosperity of California and 
Its Future. 
We are now enjoying the golden season 
of the year, when the “ Harvest Home ” 
is sung in glad realizations of the bonntiful 
blessings eDjoyed from well-laden fields of 
grain and gatherings of fruit during the 
season just closing. Although there has 
been in some sections a lighter yield from 
various causes than in some previous years, 
the general outcome of the summer’s pro­ 
ductions ha* brought prosperity, and given 
continued reason for content in our highly- 
favored land. The practical demonstration 
to the people in the East of our natural 
resources and greatness by extensive ex­ 
hibits of California grains and fruits at the 
Illinois State Fair and elsewhere beyond 
the Rocky mountains, ba* not only re­ 
moved the quite general belief heretofore 
entertained there, that the reports of our 
productions were overstated and untruth­ 
ful, but these impressions have been over­ 
come and refuted by the official reports of 
State Fair Committees, who not only with 
entire willingneBE acknowledge all that we 
have claimed and that the products of na­ 
ture assert for us, but in their enthueiasm 
over the marvelous growth and quality of 
our cereals and fruits, officially cay “ the 
half has not been told.” 
The results which will flow from this, 
and the continued prosperity in all depart­ 
ments of industry in our State, will m-ure 
very soon a largely increased population, 
and with such increase will be a corre­ 
sponding gtowth in values, demand for 
property, breaking up of large, neglected 
holdings and pasture ranges into small, 
well-tilled farm* and pleasant homes; 
greater demand for skilled labor, increase 
ef employment on the farm and in the 
shop ; greater perfection in educational fa­ 
cilities for all, and the full realization of 
the possibilities which Providence, by the 
bestowal of uneqnaled natural advantages, 
has intended for those who have pursued 
the fleeing goddess of “ Westward, Ho !” 
to the final limitB, and chosen their herit­ 
age within the borders of the golden 
State. 
The evidences of prosperity which are to 
be seen ou every hand iu city and country 
are of the most substantial class, and form 
a natural step in the development towards 
the higher and advanced condition to be 
reached in our State life and history. The 
increase in the agricultural and horticult­ 
ural industries of last year were alone a 
most notable feature, but the increase the 
present season beyond that uf last will be 
upon a far more extended ecale, and these 
will undoubtedly continue with higher 
ratio from year to year. 
PROFITS OF FRUIT VS. GRAPES. 
A. W. Eames, of Los Angeles, writes to 
the Rural Californian upon the relative 
profit bttween fruit and grape culture : 
Now that the grape harvest is upon us, we 
hear of the large returns of wine and 
raisin vineyards to the fortunate owners, 
of from $100 to $200 per acre, and the 
question is asked, now those returns com­ 
pare with other fruits ? Many of us have 
heard of the San Jose orchard of twelve 
seres of apricots, the crop of which two 
years ago sold for $13,000 ; of $500 per 
acre of Bartlett pears ; and of three seven- 
year-old apricot trees at Riverside, that 
two years ago produced 1,200 pounds. But 
these yields and returns are of course ex­ 
ceptional. 
An orchard at full bearing 
ought to average, one year with another, 
at least 150 pounds to the tree ; apricots 
and prunes, if evaporated, will net three 
cents per pound ; and at 100 trees to the 
acre, we have an average return of $450 
per aero for trees in full bearing. Pears will 
stand more trees to the acre, and applec, 
cn a suitable soil, will produce a larger yield, 
bearing heavily every year ; but apples 
evaporated will net only about one cent 
per pound. It is probably safe to say that 
orchards of properly selected fruits in full 
bearing will double the annual coin pro­ 
duction of vineyards. There are ten or 
twenty times as many acres being planted 
to vines as to trees, aud if there is any 
danger of an overstock of wine and rais­ 
ins, there certainly is none for apricots, 
pears and prunes. If dried apricots were 
as plenty as prunes, there wonld probably 
be as many used. The United States im­ 
ported in 1SS1, 31,280,613 pound? pruues 
—Customhouse valuation, $1 552,946 17 ; 
raisins. 39 15S 755 pounds ; valuation, 82 - 
711,771 74. In 1S82 prnneR, 59 170,305 
pounds, valued at $3 083,966 10; px'rt 
duty, $591 703 47. 
Riisios, 43,779 867 
pounds, valned at $3 260,033 74 ; paid duty 
of $1,097,496 71. 
From these figures it 
will be seen that the importations are in­ 
creasing rapidly, and that we have a large 
and increasing market to supply, Ic has 
been estimated that at the present rate of 
planting raisin grapes, ic ten or fifteen 
years we would be able to supply our own 
country. Without arguing that point, it 
is safe to say we never will have as many 
apricots and prunes as our own market will 
take. 
CALIFORNIA RAISINS 
. 
The Boston Commercial Bulletin has the 
following encouraging words abont Califor­ 
nia raisins: The«e California raisin? are 
made from the Malaga grape and are large 
and of excellent quality, and are acknowl­ 
edged to be superior to foreign. Tney are 
also fresher, as they never have the ethery 
taste given to foreign raisins by the sea 
voyage. Hie grapes can be grown so 
cheaply in California and the raisin pro­ 
duct is increasing so rapidly that in a few 
years, possibly in 1885, it is confidently ex­ 
pected that the California raisins can be 
laid down in this market at $1 25 to $1 30 
for a 24-pound box, at which price the for­ 
eign raisins caonot compete with them. 
At present the freight on the California 
raisins is lj cents per pound, which 
amounts to 25 cents on 20 pounds, 
and it is probable that as the shipments 
East increase, the freights will be iowtred 
a little. The foreign raisins pay a duty of 
two cents per pound, and one-half cent per 
pound freight, and this on a 20-pound box 
would amount to 50 cents, and this 50 
cents for freight and duty must be sub­ 
tracted from whatever the Spanish raisins 
sell at against *25 cents to be subtracted 
from what 20 pounds of California raisins 
seli at. It is claimed by the Californians 
that they can produce raisias fully as 
cheap as the Spaniards, and that in a few 
years they will control the American mar­ 
ket. In addition to their superior quality, 
buyers will be attracted to California 
raisins for another reason. 
They are 
honestly packed, the bottom layer being 
fully equal to the top, and the boxes have 
always full weight.” 
VARIOUS NOTES. 
A red-polled bull exhibited at a recent 
cattle ehow in Norfolk, England, measured 
eight feet and three inches in girth, and 
was appropriately named “ FalBtaff,” 
Aa unknown disease, thought by some 
to be bloody murrain, has broken out 
among the cows in Newburg, N. Y. 
One 
dairyfnan, Samuel J. Hewitt, of that 
place, had thirteen cows. 
All were at­ 
tacked and all died within half a day. 
The hop fly, which produces the louse 
that infests hop-yards, is an importation 
from England. It worKs its worst lato in 
the season, and hence the earlier varieties 
of hops are less liable to injury. Since 
tbe introduction of this pest the season 
for hop-picking is mnch shorter than for­ 
merly. 
Tbe black teeth in pigs are caused just 
as black teeth are in human beings, by bad 
breath and sour stomach, the result of in­ 
digestion. 
Young pigs are especially 
liable to over-feeding. 
The result is they 
become stunted and unthrifty, Enough 
food, so that they will eat it clean, and 
given at regular intervals, is the most ap­ 
proved practice. 
It is estimated now that one cow in 
every thousand in this country is a -Jersey. 
This breed has increased more rapidly by 
importation than any other, and it is in 
most sections where introduced the favorite 
lor crossing with native cattle for dairy 
purposes. Iu this way a great deal of Jer­ 


sey blood is brought Into onr Americas 
stock of dairy cows. 
In almost every dairy herd there are on» 
or more cows whose product does not pay 
cost of keeping and expenses. If the milk 
is sold or taken to a creamery, these un­ 
profitable cows are quickly discovered and 
weeded from tbe herd, bnt in ordinary 
farming, where tbe milk is mixed with that 
of other cows, it is not easy to decide 
which animals are profitable and which are 
not. 
A Kentucky paper Bays the breeding of 
fast horses baa been much condemned, bnt 
it has done immense good to agricultural 
interests. It h3S turned the farmer’s pot­ 
bellied, bang-headed, stumbling, stagger­ 
ing plug into a smart, bright, quick-step­ 
ping horse that can do twice the amount of 
work his predecessor was capable of, and 
trot off to market or to church in a quar­ 
ter of tbe time. 
It is poor practice to be continually dos­ 
ing an’male. When we see a farmer fre­ 
quently visiting the drug store for medicine 
for his stock, the impression is that there 
is something radically wrong in his man­ 
agement. He is the “ sick one,” aud needs 
the aid of a good physician—some one to 
show him that the sickness rarely happens 
on a well-ordered farm ; that clean, warm 
stables, and plonty cf good feed, pure 
water in abundance, etc., are far better 
than their opposites, with all the physic 
that the largest drug store can supply. 
Nothing is more clearly proved than the 
importance of care and keeping of the right 
sort for the health of the farm animals, and 
their profitable growth and increase. Sick­ 
ness will Bornetimes come with the very 
hest management : and when it does, it is 
better to employ skilled hands to cure than 
to “ doctor” and “ physic” and perhaps 
kill the valuable animal yourself, which 
under proper treatment might have been 
saved at a trifling expense.—[Agriculturist.

W hat he 
raises has got to go to some market. By 
concentrating it little freight will have to 
be paid and thus much will be Baved. A 
farm is not only a farm ; it is, or should be, 
a factory for changing the products into- 
articles of general consumption that have 
a commercial value the world over, that 
are of the best quality, that will keep well 
and sell well, and bring prices that will 
pay well for the skill, labor and capital em­ 
ployed in producing them.— [Petersburg 
Messenger.

The new L'.r.ard of Slate Prison Directora— 
J>.tin Boggs, W , C Hendrick?, D. W . Gel- 
wicks, W . C. Van Fleet and Charles t . Ilob- 
bin»—met at the Folsom Priaon Monday, 
Ojtober If :h, Mr. iíjggs in the chair. The 
minutes of the meeting of August 11 th were 
read and approved. 
General McComb, the W arden, submitted 
his rep irte for September and October. The 
health of the prisoners, guards and officers 
is good, only seven at present being excused 
fr 
work. Three hundred and two men nre 
now confined in the prison, and labor mostly 
in the granite quarry on the grounds. W ith 
the exception of several skilled stonecutters 
employed as foremen, the work of shaping 
atone is performed by convicts, who labor in­ 
dustriously and enthusiastically in the 
quarry. Indeed, many in this branch of 
labor have spoken their determination of 
thoroughly mastering the art, that they may 
be thus enabled to earn an honest livejihood 
after their release. Tne work of willing-in 
the gronnd goes rapiuly on. The dirt dng 
from projecting banks and from foundation 
sites is dumped into the ravine bed, making 
a level yard where a few months ago 
was an unsightly gulch. The steep, rocky 
incline 
fronting the towers has been 
• venad with soil, terraced, sown and planted 
with erase and flitvers. The W arden states 
that the reformatory objects of the institu­ 
ir >n are in a great measure successful, as 
prisoners who were rated as the hardest class 
hive in many cases conducted themselves ex­ 
ceedingly well, and others who have boasted 
of their tact in shirking work now show a 
spirit of industry, and a loyal obedience to 
their officers that is surprising, coming as it 
does from men whose servitude is forced. A 
new guard post is being built, and every part 
of the lines and grounds are within rifle 
range. 
The usual routine of business was gone 
through with, and the Board adjourned, to 
meet and disenss the finance» of the Ban 
Quentin Prison to-day with the Board of 
Examiners, consisting of the Governor, Sec­ 
retary of State and Attorney-General. The 
t erectors express themselves thoroughly satis- 
ti-d with the management of Genera, Mc­ 
Comb. and state that no official c&anges will 
take place at present. 
The General is perfecting a plan for sawing 
granite which promises results the most grat­ 
ifying. It seems that previous experiments 
have failed because the grit wore the saw- 
blades tnin, and in a short time they would 
become fixed in the slot. This was the effect 
of using sand for grit, as is done in sawing 
marble. 
But by the use of chilled-iron 
globules, se is done at the prison, the quarter- 
inch biade of iron rolls the globuies and 
wears away the stone instead of reducing the 
iron. The reporter sow two fine blocks of 
granite, handsomely faced, which had been 
made by sawing through the center, length- 
w:se, of a block 4 feet 0 inches by 2 feet 
tipiare, thus giving two finished blocks 4 feet 
« inches long by 2 feet wide and 1 foot 
tU'k. 
The sawed suifice was perfectly 
enicoth and cleanly cut from end to 
end. This work has been done by the experi­ 
mental saw on a medium scale, and the ex­ 
cellent performance of this crude machine en­ 
courages General Mc'Jomb to commence the 
erection of several saws of sufficient size to 
saw shafts for cemetery plate, copings, or 
any of the work which requires bush-hammer­ 
ing to produce a tine face. The granite is 
coming out of the quarry in very handsome 
form, as to fineness of grain, and will evi­ 
dently be much sought after when the saws 
are in full operation, producing Bueh blocks 
a are above described. Thus the gray granite 
blocks from the State's magnificent quarry 
are shaped for the walls of future California 
p.laccs, and by this process the heavy stone, 
weighing 1724 pounds to the cubic foot, is 
ri, >:d up, as the sawyer rips up a pine plank.

N ew Sfwebage System.—A special meet­ 
ing of the City Board of H ealth was held at 
D r. Hatch's office last evening to consider the 
subject of the proposed sewerage system. In 
addition to the members of the Board of 
H ealth there were present, by Invitation, 
M esjrs. Xielson and Gutenberger, City 
Trustees, State Engineer W . II. Hell and 
City Engineer Bassett. Dr. C,uness pre­ 
sided. Mr. Bassett was called upon to ex­ 
plain the new system of sewerage known as 
the Shone pneumatic system, which has 
heretofore been 
fully described in the 
K ecord-U hion. Tnis he did by the aid of 
drawings prepared by him, and the m atter was 
quite fully considered. State Engineer Hall, 
upon being requested, gave his views of the 
plan, which he said he regarded the best now 
known for cities situated low and without 
natural drainage, like Sacramento. He stated 
that the Board of Directors of the State In ­ 
sane Asylum at Stockton had authorized him 
to introduce it for drainage of the grounds 
and sewerage for the buildings of that insti­ 
tution, and he would have it in operation in 
the coursa of a few months. The Board ad­ 
journed without taking any final action, and 
will resume consideration of the subject at a 
future meeting. 
1’olick Court —The session of the Police 
Court yesterday morning was quite brief. 
Groehano Chiroue was convicted of battery 
and fined $5 and costs or five days in 
the city jail. Billy Davidson, an aged and

A bout one year ago Mrs. Ida E. Andrews, 
while driving after night in a buggy on a 
public highway in the southern portion of the 
county, drove into a hole or cut that had 
been made in the road, was thrown from her 
boggy, bad her spine severely injured and 
has been partially paralyzed ever Bince. She 
is unable to travel except on crutches, and is 
hopelessly crippled for life. She brought suit 
against the Trustees of the reclamation dis­ 
trict, who were responsible for the cut being 
made :n the road, aDd after a long and tedious 
trial before a jury, she was awarded §25,000 
damages. Her attorneys, Jones £ M artin 
an! Grove L. Johnson, have since arranged 
to commence a suit against the county for 
$51,000, claiming that the couutv is responsi­ 
ble for the condition of all public highways. 
As a preliminary step they presented a bill 
for $51,000 to the Board of Supervisors a few 
weeks tdnce. When they appeared before the 
Board with their very modest demand they 
knew that the Board would not allow it. 
They also knew that they could not sue for 
the same unless the claim was properly pre­ 
sented to the Board and by them rejected. It 
would seem that the bill or claim outlaws to­ 
day, and the Supervisors m ale up their 
min is, apparently, to checkmate the attor­ 
neys of the plaintiff by taking no definite 
action. They neither approved nor rejected 
the claim, but kept passing it from one 
committee to another. The lawyers, not 
wishing 
to 
be 
sat down upon in 
this manner by a Board of Supervisors, 
endeavored, by the aid of the Court, to force 
the Board to take action in the premises. 
They procured from Judge Armatrojg a per­ 
emptory writ of mandate for the Beard to act 
on the bill. The Board does not seem to have 
looked upon the matter as one that should he 
rushed at all, and thinking they were pushing 
the matter as rapidly as was corse tent with 
the prtsent condition of county financ-s, they 
voted yesterday unanimously to allow the 
Road Committee more time. Just about 12 
o’clock an attachment was issued by Judge 
Armstrong, which read as follows : 
State of California, countv of Sacramento, in Su­ 
perior Court—The people of the State of Califurnia 
to the Sheriff of Sacramento county greeting: You 
are hereby commanded forthwith to attach the 
bodies of Samuel Blair, Samuel Gottlieb, Beniamin 
U. Steinxnan, Edward Chrirty, I. M. Smith and Wm. 
McLaughlin, and have them before said Court forth­ 
with, then and there to show cause why they should 
not be punished for contempt in disobeying the 
mandate of said Court, issued on the 9th day of Oc­ 
tober, 18-d, in the case of ida E. Andrews vs. the 
Board of Supervisors of Sa- ramen to county. By 
order of the Court. Witness the Hon. J. W. Arm­ 
strong, Judge of said Court, with the seal thereof 
hereto affixed. this 16th day of October, 1883. C. 
31. Cogían, Clerk. 
Sheriff Estill, armed with the above docu­ 
ment, marched into the Supervisor' room, 
made them acquainted witn its contents, 
placed them under arrest, and took them as 
directed in the presence of the Judge. 
Ed. M. M artin, one of the attorneys for 
Mrs. Andrews, was present. He presented 
the writ of mandate that had been issued by 
the Court, but not obeyed by the Board of 
Supervisors, and also placed in evidence the 
return made by the Sheriff. 
Charles M. Cogían, County Clerk and ex 
officio Clerk of the Board of Supervisors, was 
placed on the stand and briefly stated ail he 
knew relative to the claim, aud produced the 
minutes of the various meetings. He recog­ 
nized the writ of mandate that had been is­ 
sued by the Court, and stated that it bad 
been properly served. 
Benjamin Bailey said he wat a member of 
the Board of Supervisors and Chairman of 
the Committee on Roads and Highways. He 
did not arrive in the city on Monday until 
late in the afternoon, and was not present at 
the session of the Board on that day. That 
yesterday the m atter came up for consider­ 
ation in committee ; that the same was being 
investigated ; that the committee were not 
fully convinced that the place complained of 
W3s a public highway, and under the control 
of the county. That under the state of 
affairs as he had narrated the committee had 
deemed it wise and expedient to ask the 
Board for an extension of time, to authorize 
them to send for persons and papers, so as to 
be able to give the m atter a close, a thorough 
and a just consideration. The Board, he 
said, had granted the request by a unanimous 
vote. The committee, he thought, should not 
be expected te do each work at times and 
places where the Board was not in session. 
They had rules governing all the acdons of 
the Board, aud this bill presented for $51,000 
had been given the same consideration that 
other bills had which were received at the 
same time. 
'Yhe Coart stated that the first writ had 
been issued because it was stated that the 
statute of limitations would step in on the 
morrow, acd that if the bill was pocketed in 
the in»nti>r 6tated by counsel for the defense 
it would he » subversion of justice end should 
not be permVited. 
Mr. Carey claimed that the Board of 
Supervisors wore-a no wise to blame because 
the attorneys for tu» defense presented their 
claim at the eleventh hour. It was a claim 
of great magnitude, ani although the Board 
could do nothing but rej^t it, still they had 
a right to hold it for c msido.ation a reason­ 
able length of time. The B ouj, he claimed, 
would be liable to censure from the oitizeus 
throughout the country if they a .^ j ¡n this 
m atter with nndue haste. They ware men 
who realized the position they werfc0ilce.j ¡Q 
and would and should act carefully iuJ with 
deliberation. He claimed that the aboard 
was taking as active steps in the mat L,r as 
could be expected or the exigencies of sie I 
case required. 
JudgeS C. Denson agreed with all that I 
had been said by General Carey, and stated 
that in his opinion forthwith meaat a rea­ 
sonable length of time. There hnd been no 
session of the B >ard for two weeks, and no 
opportunity fot them to act sooner. He said 
he was reliably informed that the m atter was 
being looked into by the Supervisors ; that it 
was a very large sum of money, and he be­ 
lieved that they would, while lo. king after 
the funds of tbe county, not lose eight of any 
just claim of the defendant. 
A. P. Catlin aleo took the floor in defense 
of the Board, reviewed the case, and argued 
tfcat it would be unwise and totally incon­ 
sistent in the performance of their duties as 
Supervisors to send a m atter cf this kind 
through with railroad spved. 
The Court claimed that after the Board 
had been Berved with the first writ from the 
Court, they were in session, aud had no right 
to adjourn for a week or the term without 
acting in the matter. There w»s no disposi­ 
tion on his part, he claimed, to have any 
trouble with the Board individually or col­ 
lectively. He said in closing his remarks 
that if the Board took action in tbe matter 
by 1 o'clock to-day, the writ would be dis­ 
missed, otherwise they would be held and 
punished for contempt. 


The Committee of the Board of Health ap­ 
pointed to draft resolutions concerning the 
death of Dr. J. F. Montgomery, submitted 
tbe following at the meeting of the Board 
last evening, which was read and ordered 
spread upon the mientes :

R a n l i ' t d , That the membere of this Board, 
fuhy conscious of the loa- which thoy.in com­ 
mon with the community in general, have 
sustained by the removal of one who at ail 
times with untiring persistency bent his ener­ 
gies to the improvement of the sanitary con­ 
dition of ,u t city, regret that the life of one 
so devoted to the welfare of others should 
not have been spared to coutinue his labors 
in so worthy a canse. 
Resolved That this Board desires to place 
on record its conviction of the strict sense of 
honesty of purpose which marked every 
measure nmiertaken by Dr. Montgomery, 
his punctilious observares of tha courtesies 
of every-day life, his invariably upright and 
honorable conduct, and his unswerving fidel­ 
ity to tbe principies and equitable practice of 
bis profea-ioa whenever such ware in con­ 
troversy.

The new D:.ard of Slate Prison Directors— 
John Boggs, W . C. Hendrick?, D . W . Gei- 
wicks, W . C. Van Fleet and Uharles Í . Ilob- 
bins—met at the Folsom Prison Monday, 
October 15th, Mr. Boggs in tho chair. 
The 
m inutes of the meeting of August 14th were 
read and approved. 
General McComb, the Warden, submitted 
his reports for September »ud October. 
The 
health of the prisoners, guards and officers 
is good, only seven at present being excused 
from work. 
Three hundred and two men a re 
now confined in the prison, and labor mostly 
in the granite quarry on the grounds. 
W ith 
the exception of several skilled stonecutters 
employed as foremen, the work of shaping 
atone i? performed by convicts, who labor in­ 
dustriously 
and 
enthusiastically 
in the 
piarry. 
Indeed, many in this branch of 
labor have spoken their determination of 
thoroughly mastering ths art, that they may 
be thus enabled to earn an honest livelihood 
after their release. 
Tne work of walling-in 
the ground goes rapidly on. 
The dirt dug 
from projecting banks and from foundation 
sites ib dumped into the ravine bed, making 
a level yard where 
a 
few months ago 
was an unsightly gulch. 
The steep, rocky 
incline 
fronting 
the 
towers 
has 
been 
e jvered with soil, terraced, sown and planted 
with crass and flowers. 
The Warden states 
that the reformatory objects of the institu­ 
id m are in a great measure successful, as 
prisoners who were rated as the hardest class 
have in many cases conducted themselves ex­ 
ceedingly well, and others who have boasted 
of their tact in shirking work now show a 
spirit of industry, and a loyal obedience to 
their rtf. rets that is surprising, coming as in 
does from men whose servitude is forced. 
A 
new guard post is being built, and every part 
of the lines and grounds are within rifle 
range. 
The usual routine of business was gone 
through with, and the Board adjourned, to 
m eet and dieenss the finances of the ¡San 
Quentin Prison to-day with the Board of 
Bxaminers, consisting of the Governor, Sec­ 
retary of State and Attorney-General. 
The 
I lirectors exprere themselves thoroughly satis­ 
fied with the management of General Me- 
Comb, and state that no uffi-úal changes will 
take place at present. 
The General is perfecting a plan for sawing 
granite which promises results the most grat­ 
ifying. 
It seems that previous experiments 
have failed because the grit wore the saw 
blades thin, aud in a short time they would 
become fixed in the slot. 
This was the effect 
of using sand for grit, as is done in sawing 
marble. 
But by the use of chilled-iron 
globule?, as is done at the prison, the qnarter- 
icch blade of iron rolls the globules and 
wears away ths stone instead of reducing the 
iron. 
The reporter saw two fine blocks of 
granite, handsomely faced, which had hsen 
made hv sawing through the center, length- 
w :re, of a block 4 feet G inches by 2 feet 
t<piare, the? giving two finished blcckR 4 feet 
♦ inches long by 2 feel wide and I foot 
'.|i k. 
The 
Bawed su: face was perfectly 
smooth 
and 
cleanly 
cut 
from

end. 
This work has been done by the experi­ 
mental saw on a medium scale, and the ex­ 
cellent performance of this crude machine en­ 
courages General McGomb to commence the 
erection oi several saws of sufficient size to 
saw shafts for cemetery plats, copings, or 
a .y of the work which requires bush-hammer­ 
ing to produce a fine face. 
The granite is 
coming ont of the quarry in very handsome 
form, as to fineness of grain, and will evi­ 
dently he much sought after when the saws 
are in full operation, producing such blocks 
as are above described. Thus the gray granite 
blocks from the State s magnificent quarry 
are shaped for the walls of future California 
palaces, and by this process the heavy stone, 
weighing 172; pounds to the cubic foot, is 
ri; ped up, as the sawyer rips up a pine plank. 


N e w S p w e ra g e S y ste m .— A special meet­ 
ing of the City Board of H ealth was held at 
Dr. H atch s office last evening to consider the 
subject of the proposed sewerage system. In 
addition to the members of the Board of 
H ealth there were present, by invitation, 
M esirs.

Mr. Bassett was called upon to ex­ 
plain the new system of sewerage known as

Tnis he did by the aid of 
drawings prepared by him, and the matter was 
piite fully considered. 
State Engineer H all, 
upon being reqnested, gave his views of the 
plan, which he said lie regarded the beat now 
known for cities situated low and without 
natural drainage, like Sacramento. H e stated 
that the Board of Directors of the State In­ 
sane Asylum at Stockton had authorized him 
to introduce it for drainage of the grounds 
and sewerage for the buildings of that insti­ 
tution, and he would have it in operation in 
the course of a few months.

journed without taking any final action, and 
will resume consideration of the subject at a 
future meeting.

THE 
SUPERVISORS 
AND 
THE 
JUDGE. 


A bout one year ago Mrs. Ida E. Andrews, 
while driving after night in a buggy on a 
public highway in the southern portion of the 
county, drove into a hole or cnt th a t bad 
been made in the road, was throw n from her 
buggy, had her spine severely injured and 
hss been partially paralyzed ever since. 
She 
is unable to travel except on cratches, and is 
hopelessly crippled for life. 
She brought suit 
against the Trustees of the reclamation dis­ 
trict, who were responsible for the cut being 
made 'n the road, and after a long and tedious 
trial before a jury, she was awarded $25,000 
damages. 
Her attorneys, Jones k Martin 
and Grove L . Johnson, have eioee arranged 
to commence a suit against the county for 
$51,000, claiming that the couutv is responsi­ 
ble for ths condilion of all public highways. 
As a preliminary step they presented a bill 
for $51,000 to the Board of Supervisors a few 
weeks since. 
When they appeared before the 
Board with their very modest demand they 
knew that the Board would not allow it. 
They also Wn9w that they could not sue for 
the same unless the claim was properly pre­ 
sented to the Board and by them rejected. It 
would seem that the bill or claim outlaws to­ 
day, and the Supervisors made up their 
min is, apparently, to checkmate the attor­ 
neys of the plaintiff by taking no definite 
action. 
They neither approved nor rejected 
the claim, but kept passing it from one 
committee to another. 
The lawyers, not 
wishing 
to 
be 
sat 
down 
upon 
in 
this manner by a Board of 
Supervisors, 
endeavored, by the aid of the Court, to force 
the Board to take action in the premises. 
They procured from Judge Armstrojg a per­ 
emptory writ of mandate for the Board to act 
on the bill. The Board does not seem to have 
looked upon the matter as one that should be 
rushed at all, and thinking they were pushing 
the matter as rapidly as was censhtent with 
the prtssnt condition of county financ.-s, they 
voted yesterday unanimously to allow the 
Road Committee more time. 
Just about 12 
o’clock an attachment was issued by Judge 
Armstrong, which read as follows : 
State of California, county of Sacramento, in Su­ 
perior Court—The people of the State of California 
to the Sheriff of Sacramento county greeting : You 
aro hereby commanded forthwith to attach the 
bodies of Samuel Biair, Samuel Gottlieb, Benjamin 
U. Steinmau, Edward Chri-ty, I. M. Smith and W'm. 
McLaughlin, and have them before said Court forth* 
with, then and there to show cause why they should 
not be punished for contempt in disobeying the 
mandate of said Court, issued ou the 9th day of Oc­ 
tober, 1881, in the case of Ida K. Andrews vs. the 
Board of Supervisors of S i ramento county. 
By­ 
order of the Court. 
Witness the Hon. J. W. Arm­ 
strong, Judge of said Court, with the seal thereof 
hereto affixed, this IStii day of October, 1883. 
C. 
M. Cogían, Clerk. 
Sheriff Estili, armed with the above docu­ 
ment, marched into the Supervisor.! room, 
made them acquainted witn its contents, 
placed them unde- arrest, and took them as 
directed in the presence of ths Judge. 
Ed. M. Marlio, one of the attorneys for 
Mrs. Andrews, was present. 
H e presented 
the writ of mandate that had been issued by 
the Court, but not obeyed by the Board of 
Supervisors, and also placed in evidence the 
return made by the Sheriff. 
Charles M. Cogían, County Clerk and ex 
officio Clerk of the Board of Supervisors, was 
placed on the stand anil briefly stated all he 
knew relative to the claim, and produced the 
minutes of the various meetings. 
H e recog­ 
nized the writ of mandate that had been is­ 
sued by the Court, and stated that it had 
been properly served. 
Benjamin Baiiey Baicl he was a member of 
the Board of Supervisors and Chairman of 
the Committee on Roads and Highways. He 
did not arrive in the city on Monday until 
late in the afternoon, and was not present at 
the session of the Board on that day. 
That 
yesterday the matter came up for consider­ 
ation in committee ; that the same was being 
investigated ; that the committee were not 
fully convinced that the place complained of 
was a public highway, and under the control 
of the county. 
That under the state of 
affairs as he had narrated the committee had 
deemed it wise and expedient to ask the 
Board for an extension of time, to authorize 
them to send for persons and papers, so as to 
be able to give the matter a cloRe, a thorough 
and a just consideration. 
Tne Board, he 
said, had granted the request by a unanimous 
vote. The committee, he thought, should not 
be expected te do such work at times and 
places where the Board was not in session. 
They had rules governing all the acMnns of 
the Board, and this bill presented for $51,000 
had been given the same consideration that 
other bills had which were received at the 
same time. 
The Court stated that the first writ had 
been issued because it was stated that the 
statute of limitations would step in on the 
morrow, and that if the bill was pocketed in 
the manner stated by counsel for the defense 
it would be a subversion of justice end should 
not be permitted. 
Mr. Carey claimed that the Board of 
Supervisors were in no wise to blame because 
the attorneys for the defense presented their 
claim at the eleventh hour. 
It was a claim 
of great magnitude, and although the Board 
could do nothing but reject it, bcall they had 
a right to hold it for c insideration a reason­ 
able length of time. 
The Board, he claimed, 
wonld be liable to censure from the citizens 
throughout the couu try if they acted iu this 
matter with undue haste. 
They ware men 
who realized the position they were placed in 
and would and should act carefully and with 
deliberation. 
Ha claimed that the Board 
was taking as active steps in the matter as 
could be exppcted or ihe exigencies of the 
case required. 
Judge S C. Denson agreed with all that 
had been said by General Carey, and stated 
that in his opinion forthwith meant a rea­ 
sonable length of time. 
There hud been no 
session of the 11 >ard for two weeks, and no 
opportunity for them to act sooner. 
He said 
he was reliably informed that the matter was 
being looked into by the Supervisors; that it 
was a very large sum of money, and he be­ 
lieved that they would, while locking after 
the funds of the county, not lose sight of any 
just claim of the defendant. 
A. P. Catiin also took the floor in defense 
of ihe Board, reviewed the case, and argued 
that it would be unwise and totally incon­ 
sistent in the performance of their dnties aB 
Supervisors to send a matter uf this kind 
through with railroad speed. 
The Court claimed that after the Board 
had been served with the first writ, from the 
Court, they were in stssion, and had no right 
to adjourn for a week or the term without 
acting in the matter. 
There was no disposi­ 
tion on his part, he claimed, to have any 
trouble with the Board individually or col­ 
lectively. 
Ho said in closing his remarks 
that if the Board took action in the matter 
by I o’clock to-day, the writ wonld be dis­ 
missed, otherwise they would be held and 
punished for contempt. 


B o a r d or S u p e r v is o r s —The Board of 
Supervisors met in regular session at 10 A. M. 
yesterday; all the members present. 
The 
minutes of the preceding meeting were read 
and approved. 
On motion cf Mr. Christy, 
seconded by Steinman, the hearing of the 
road petition of E .

T h e flesh of dom estic anim als lit for 
food is alm ost a w aste substance in m any 
co u n tries, since it can n o t be locally con- 
sum t-d nor profitably -preserved. 
In the 
R iv er P late republics alone 
th ere are 
80.000,000 sheep and *25,000,000 cattle to a 
p o pulation of 2,500,000. 
F o r years sheep 
w ere only valued th ere for th eir wool, and, 
w hen flayed, carcasses w ere left to ro t, or, 
w hen dried in th e sun, piled u p in stack s 
for fnel, w hile later on th ey w ere boiled 
dow n for th eir tallow . 
Sheep g et very fat 
in th e province of Buenos A yres, and those 
of th ree and four years w ill give freq u en tly 
from eighteen to tw enty-five pounds of ta l­ 
low . 
C ountless num bers of sheep are 
boiled dow n every y ear in th e so-called 
tjraiterias only for th e tallow , w hich form s 
one of th e staple articles of ex p o rt. 
T he 
m a tto n is th ro w n aw ay, or used in a dry 
sta te as fnel. 
In th e five years ending 
w ith 1850, m ore th a n 1,500,000 sheep and 
200,000 horned c a ttle w ere boiled dow n 
sim ply for th e ir tallow , in th e colonies of 
N ew S onth W alas and V ictoria. 
W e E n ­ 
g lish are g reat m eat-eaters, and, as our 
hom e supply is qu ite insufficient, we have to 
im p o rt moro th a n 600,000 tons every year.

A b o u t eig h t m iles from C leveland and 
six m iles so u th of M ineral P o in t, th e te r­ 
m inus of th e valley road a t th e W heeling 
ju n ctio n of W heeling an d L ake E rie R ail 
road, th ere is a q u ain t little old village 
know n as Zoar, in h ab ited 
by a strange, 
frn g al and ind u strio u s people, th e happi­ 
est, perhaps, in th e w orld. 
T h ey knew 
no c a r e ; 
n o th in g worridfe c o r tro u b les 
them . 
A large Dum ber of them never 
saw th e ontside of th e ir lovely hom e, a 
v eritab le paradise, an d tronblefthem B elves 
little , if any, ab o u t th e tu rm o il and strifes 
of th e w icked w orld. 
T he colony was 
founded in 1S17 b y H u b er an d A ckerm an, 
tw o G erm ans, th e form er a n ative of W ur- 
tem bnrg, th e la tte r hailing from B avaria. 
Shortly afterw ard , in th e sam e year, th ey 
and a few follow ers from th e sam e co u n try 
form ed a com m unity an d nam ed it Zoar, 
because th ey looked upon tb e ir hom e as a 
place of refuge from th e w orld, w hich th ey 
term ed Sodom and G om orrah. T he first tw o 
houses w hich H u b er an d A ckerm an b u ilt in 
1817—qu ain t, an tiq u e stru ctu res 
are y et 
in h ab ited by th e d escendants of th e tw o 
pioneers. 
T h ey are b u ilt of logs and m or­ 
tar. 
and contain b u t one large room , 
sparsely furnished. 
T h e w indow s 
are 
sm all, each containing nine panes of glass 
ab o n t six inches square. 
T he roofs are 
covered w ith tile, as are those of all the 
hoaBes erected to 1S50, w hen th e a rt of 
tile-m aking died out in Zoar, 
T he inhao- 
ltan ts, who have no desire to am ass w ealth, 
w ork for one com m on en d —th a t is, for the 
good of th e com m unity, w hich ow ns and 
controls th e village, including thousands of 
acres of th e richest lan d in th e B uckeye 
S tate. 
T he m oney goes into one com m on 
treasu ry , and th e necessaries of life, in ­ 
eluding food, provisions and garm ents, are 
furnished by th e village officials, consisting 
of th ree tru stees and a com m ittee of five 
w ho are elected annnally by ballot. 
The 
village contains ab o u t 300 in h ab itan ts, 
w hich num ber has been th e sam e since 
1S17, and never increases or decreases to 
an y notable ex ten t. 
T h ere are no preach ­ 
ers, b u t all th e psople are devout, wor- 
sniping after th e m anner of th e Friends. 
T he m arriage vow is held sacred and the 
law s are rarely b ro k en .—[C leveland H e r­ 
ald.

A fter som e splendid fencing on both sides, 
M. de L euville w ounded his opponent in 
th e arm . 
T oe la tte r w as conveyed to 
F um es to an inn th a t bears th e u am istak. 
able E nglish sign of ‘ Ye R ed R ose,’ and 
showea still traces of th e arch itectu re th a t 
obtained in th e days of Y ork and L ancas­ 
te r w ars. 
T he form er proceeded to Bou­ 
logne, w hence he crossed over to E ngland.

C H AN G ING T H E COLORS OF FLO W ER S BY 


CU LTIV A TIO N . 


O ur know ledge of th e chem istry of vege­ 
table pigm ents is not y et sufficiently ad ­ 
vanced, for w hich reason th e effect of a r ti­ 
ficial influence upon th e color-tone of flow­ 
ers has not y et received its m erited a tte n ­ 
tion. 
A ccording to m y view , tan n in is an 
im p o rtan t factor in th e generation of vege­ 
table colors ; it is found in alm ost every 
plant, the p etals n o t excepted, and by th e 
action of th e m ost varying reageDts— alk a­ 
lies, earths, m etallic salts, e tc .—it assum es 
th e m ost m anifold hues from pale rose to 
deep black, 
A d ark er color, therefore, is 
produced in flowers rich in tannin, w hen 
m anured w ith iron-saltB, since, aB every­ 
body know s, tannin and iron-salts dye 
black, and produce ink. 
A practical nse 
has been m ade of this fact in th e raising 
of hortensias and dahlias. 
T he form er, 
w hich in ordinary soil blossom ed pale-red, 
becam e sky-blue w hen tran sp lan ted into 
soil heavily m anured w ith iron ocher, or 
w hen occasionally w atered w ith a d ilu te 
alnm solution. E nglish gardeners succeeded 
in grow ing black dahlias by sim ilar m anipu­ 
lations. 
I t is w ell know n to every florist 
th a t a change of location, th a t is, a change 
of light, tem p eratu re and soil (replanting), 
occasionally produces new colors, w hence 
it m ay be deduced th a t an in terru p ted n u ­ 
tritio n of the flowers m ay, un d er circum ­ 
stances, effect a change of color. 
W e see 
no valid reason w hy th e w ell-authenticated 
fact of th e change of color produced by 
m anuring w ith iron oxide, th ereb y chang­ 
ing the n u tritio n of th e p lan t, should not 
be practically em ployed by th e hot-houBe 
gardener. 
A n o th er very singular and sue- 
cessful experim ent in producing a change 
of color in a bird has recently been m ade. 
A breeder of canary birds conceived the 
idea of feeding a young bird w ith a m ix­ 
tu re of steeped bread and finely pulverized 
red C ayenne pepper. 
W ith o u t injuring 
th e b ird th e pigm ent of th e spice passed 
into th e blood, and dyed its plum age deep 
red. 
T he celebrated ornithologist, Rnss, 
believes th a t th e color of the plum age of 
birds m ight be altered according to desire 
by using appropriate reag en ts.—[A ugust 
Vogel, in P opular Science.

FASHIONS 
IN 
FURNISHING. 


The wall papers w ith frieres and ceiling 
decorations to match, exhibited this an- 
tnm n by leading importers, m anufacturers 
and dealers, show a combination of artistic 
designs, harmonious colors and excellence 
of finish never before equaled in this line 
of goods. 
The day for gaudy effects and 
stiff set patterns has gone by, even in the 
cheaper grades of paper-hangiogs. In their 
places have come graceful “ all over ” de­ 
signs th a t do not weary the eye w ith striv­ 
ing to find out where they begin and where 
they term inate, but rather rest it w ith sim- 
p ie, unobtrusive effects. 
W all papers designed for parlors are 
made witn a view to their providing suit­ 
able background for pictures aud orna­ 
ments, rather than being decorative in 
them telves. 
Tne designs come sometimes 
large and massive ; again the figures are 
sa.all, but in any event the designs are b o 
intermingled as to prove mediums through 
which is produced a pleasing effect, as a 
whole, of two, three or more subdued col­ 
ors. 
The effect of the ceiling is much 
more decorative, and this is as it should 
be, for it provides an unbroken surface, 
the ornamentation of which does not de­ 
tract from other decorations of the room. 
The friese which, by the by, often covers 
one-third of the whole space, is usually 
much more pronounced in color than is the 
p ap er; in this is employed, as a rule, the 
several shades represented in the paper. 
In tine houses dados, freizes, inlays aud 
moldings are employed in most of the 
rooms. 
Bedrooms are often covered with 
uninterrupted lengths of paper, being fin­ 
ished by a rich border running round the 
top, but even in these rooms friezes and 
dados are much used. 
The fancy for rich 
dark colors in parlors has naturally pro­ 
duced many somber, gloomy rooms, for 
dark colors, be they ever so rich, require 
a good light to bring out their attractive­ 
ness, aud w ithout it appear gloomy aud 
oftentimes dingy. 
These dark papers serve 
well, of course, in parlors th at are used 
by gaslight only. 
W hen a light, delicate 
effect is desired—and many of the new pa­ 
pers give this—two or three shades of 
color will be found sufficient. 
In avoiding 
the somber effects of very dark paper care 
should be taken not to go to the other ex­ 
trem e of too light paper, for light papers, 
generally speaking, appear more intense 
and produce an unpleasant glare after be­ 
ing placed upon the walls. 
Bright col­ 
ors are avoided for parlors, and very little 
gilt appears in the new papers. 
I t takes 
very little gold to spoil the effect on del­ 
icate papers. 
The gold attracts too much 
attention and prevents the delicacy sought 
after. 
A MODEL PARLOR. 
A description of the walls and ceiling 
decoration of a modern parlor, recently 
done by a leading decorator, will illustrate 
a style a t present in vogue. 
The wall pa­ 
per is of ivory ground, overlaid with gray- 
•olored figures of floral pattern, such as 
leaves and vices interm ingling all over the 
walls, and yet perm itting the ground to 
show throngh distinct. 
A t the top of this 
is placed a plain band of paper abont six 
inches wide, and of pearl color, w ith a 
m odern molding, on which appears a little 
gold. 
The molding is plain, flat and nar­ 
row, and serves to divide the plain band 
from the frieze, which is, say eighteen 
in ch r^ aid e. 
In this frieze, the gronnd of 
whici^W a very light, clear blue, appear 
shadings of the color employed in the wall 
paper, with others and more brilliant tints 
introduced, such as soft greens and delicate 
roai colors. 
The carmine íb tinted in light 
tin ts to correspond, w ith a touch of gold 
to give it expression. 
The center-piece is 
of light cream color, w ith a little gold to 
relieve it. 
The American m anufacturers have done 
wonders, both in the way of design and 
coloring, for the past few years. 
They 
have not only imported English and Freuch 
designs, but expert workmen as well. 
Theu, too, they have w ith lavish purse em­ 
ployed best home artists to originate de­ 
signs. 
Borne of the finest houses m the 
city have their walls covered w ith papers 
designed to order by leading New York 
designers ; they also patronize the raised, 
m etal papers, leather effects and tapestries 
produced in this country. 
The American 
m anufacturers supply the popular trade 
w ith low-priced papers, term ed by the 
trade “ machiBe papers,” because the col­ 
ors are all put on at one tim e by machin­ 
ery. 
I t is only fair to say th at there are 
m any pleasing designs and attractive com­ 
binations ¡of color in these cheap hangings. 
The patterns and papers w ith designs 
th a t have a built-up appearance or those 
w ith strongly-worked features, as well-de­ 
fined trellises or lines, are unsuited for a 
p a rlo r; in fact, out of place except in hall 
or stairw ay. 
The hall should be inviting 
and its decorations such as give at first sight 
a favorable impression ; at the same time 
the effect as a whole onght to be plain and 
simple, as becomes the entrance to a room 
rather than a room. 
The hall shonld al­ 
ways be much darker than tue parlor open­ 
ing into it. 
The w all-paper íb attractive 
wnen in two or three shades of the same 
color, Buch as dull, rich reds or leather 
shades. 
W hen the ceiling is decorated it 
should be Bimple and rather severe in ef­ 
fect. 
The present style calls for a dado of 
dark or serviceable color. 
W hen the walls of the hall are painted, 
a usual plan is to paint tw o-thirds of their 
hight w ith a neutral color, and if it is not 
designed to hang pictures thereon, a little 
purple Bteucilling is done in a darker shade 
of color. 
Dividing this portion from the 
upper third of the wall is a picture wall or 
mold. 
The upper third of the wall is 
painted a lighter tin t of the color em ­ 
ployed below. 
A simple stencil pattern or 
border in distemper, with panels at inter­ 
vals, in whioh figure tiles may be placed, 
are effective and com paratively inexpen­ 
sive. 
The staircase, when in v iew from 
the entrance hall, m ust of course shew the 
same scheme of decoration. 


THE MODERN DINING ROOM. 
The modern dining-room is the subject 
of careful consideration as regards interior 
deooration and furnishing. W ith the fash­ 
ion for furnishing in dark woods, such as 
mahogany, black walnut or oak, especially 
when the furniture is fashioned after an­ 
tique models, the leather or metal papers 
are largely employed, 
The leather bang­ 
ings are such admirable imitations th at they 
can be detected only by the touch. 
These 
appear in plain dark colors. 
The metal 
papers—which are raised block paper, first 
painted and afterwards bronzed—are many 
of them of sufficient stability to adm it of 
being cleaned with a damp sponge when 
soiled. The papers described are especially 
adapted to dining-rooms, reception-rooms 
and libraries. 
W hile 
the dining-room 
ought not to be as bright as the parlor, 
care shonld be exercised th at it be not 
heavy and dull in appearance. 
Red effects 
may be gained for this room w ithout too 
much romberness, in papers of dark olives, 
Indian reds or red browns, touched here 
aud there with bits cf lighter or brighter 
color and gilding. 
The frieze for the din­ 
ing-room should be of good w idth.—[New 
Y ork W orld.

OS DRAUGHT, AT 
GRUHLER’S SALOON 
ROARING 
RIVERS IN 
THS AIR. 
Sacramento 


On Sanday afternoon one of thote enri- 
ous phenomena of nature occurred about 
th irty miles southwest of Tucson, and 
from the description given by eye-wit­ 
nesses, it was the largest cloudburst ever 
known in this country. 
From Judge R. D. 
Ferguson the following account was gath­ 
ered : On Sunday he was returning from a 
trip to the southern part of the county. 
At 10 o’clock he put op at Brown’s Sta­ 
tion, to aw ait dinner and avoid the heat 
of the day. 
The sky all day was cloud­ 
less, except a thunder-storm th at was ob­ 
served traveling the Bnmmits of the Santa 
Catalinas and disappearing over the R in­ 
cons in the northeast. 
Otherwise not a 
cloud or a vapor of any kind was to be 
seen. 
The sun was Bhining in all his vigor, 
and as he passed to the west his strength 
and glory seemed undiminished. 
A t 3 
o’clock Judge Ferguson resumed his jour­ 
ney toward Tucson. 
He had come abont 
five miles, when his attention was attracted 
by a roaring and crackling tow ard the 
west, and looking up, he saw a river of 
w ater as big as the Santa Cruz when 
it runs 
through 
W arner’s 
mill 
tail- 
race, and coming toward him. 
Telling 
the driver to halt, they stopped on top of 
a little knoll and watched the waters as 
they 
violently 
plowed 
the 
desert, 
plowing 
np Btones 
and 
brush. 
They 
had evidently spent their force. 
A fter the 
flood had passed by the face of the country 
was disfigured, and a large gutter had been 
cut across the valley. 
The current came 
down off a small range of low, rolling hills 
to the west. 
Although the Judge aud his 
companion strained their eyes in the d i­ 
rection from whence the w ater came, not a 
cloud was to be seen. 
After the w ater had 
subsided sufficiently to let them pass they 
went on. 
They had hardly gone half a 
mile when, to their astonishment, thero 
was another stream equally as large as the 
first one. 
Again they peered tow ard the 
west, as if in hopes to find some indica­ 
tion of its source. 
Passing on their aston­ 
ishm ent was doubled 
to find 
another 
stream , and in this manner five successive 
raging currents were crossed. Bat all their 
reserve was called forth when four miles 
from where they struck the first Btream 
they discovered a Bixth one as large as all 
the others combined. 
Its angry waters 
were waving and hissing as if maddened 
at the resistance they m et on the way from 
the hills down to the desert. 
This river 
was nnfordable, and to cross it was impos­ 
sible, so they halted on a knoll, and 
watched it for two or three hours, as it 
boiled »nd sizzed and cut a bed for itself, 
in some places as deep as fifteen feet and 
over two hundred yards wide. 
I t was not 
till after snndown that they dared to a t­ 
tem pt a crossing.— [Tucson Citizen.

Very dark red is the fashionable color for 
riding habits. 
Rich materials of whatever kind, simply 
made, are the fashion. 
W oolen goods finished like crape will be 
much worn this season. 
The Brighton is the name of the new 
ahort jacket designated for young ladies. 
“ Tel-el-Kebir ” ia a new cloth for cos 
tum es, 
resembling albatross cloth, only 
much thicker. 
The handsomest gant de suede gloves 
are not of tan color, but come in bronze, 
green, brown and olive shades, w ith gaunt 
lets. 
One of the handsomest silk fabrics o; 
th is season is black satin de Lyon bro 
caded with, fine cut jet beads, woven into 
fabrics. 
Silk and satin dresses are growing less in 
num ber on the street at the Kast, and in 
their place are seen sensible costumes of 
cheviot, Berge, cashmere and cloth. 
Fine broadcloths, with closely woven 
surfaces, Iy>ndon cloths in herring-bone 
patterns, and irregular twilled cloths are 
used for the popular tailor-made costumes. 
Embroidered net fronts and flounces for 
evening dresses have very large flowers 
wrought in chenille, w ith the veins 
colored pearl beads of very large size, and 
they are among the most effective of the 
season’s trimmings. 
New gloves for cool weather wear are 
generally shown made of chintz cashmere, 
very fine and soft. 
They are long and but- 
tonless, embroidered with a spray of silk 
flowers at the top, and mould the hand and 
w rist as well as any silk glove. 
A favorite trim m ing is embroidery copy 
ing the plumage of birds, from peacock’s 
feathers to those of the humming bird. 
Bright-colored feathers will be used as 
models for trim m ing evening dresses, while 
doable plumage will furnish models for day 
wear. 
For fancy jackets vests may be inserted 
ef satin or brocade, kid or chamois skin, 
and not unfrequently alligator akins, with 
itB ecru brown shading and pretty fine 
m arking, are used. 
Such jackets are seen 
more in the house than on the street, and 
are very pretty for demi-toilet. 
Dressy basques are cut open in oval 
shape below the throat, and finished off 
w ith a standing net collar embroidered 
w ith gold, silver or steel beads, and made 
to project like tine thread-like wires, and 
fastened by a diamond brooch that repre­ 
sents buttons. 
The sleeves are of lace to 
the elbow, w ith beaded ruffles, and there 
are satin creves for epaulets.

A superb 
model on exhibition is made of a very dark 
shade of rcyal blue in long viste shape, 
embroidered in dark blue silk, and lined 
throughout with palest blue satin. Another 
wrap of dark m yrtle green is lined with 
pile primrose surah and adorned w ith dark 
green ostrich-feather trimming. 
Dark velvet bodicds, which are so fash­ 
ionably worn just now over skirts of vail­ 
ing, silk and other fabrics, may be height­ 
ened in tff ct for dressy occasions by 
having the basque edge cat in blocks fall 
ing over a lace ruflls set underneath. 
The 
trim m ings of the sleeves and square neck 
are arranged to match. 
For evening wear 
the sleeves are sometimes of transparent 
silk net or lace, gold lace being used where 
a gold-colored Spanish lace ruffle is set 
underneath the basque. 
A new utility wrap has made its appear­ 
ance in Eastern circles which is very suit­ 
able for shopping, traveling and protective 
covering from the autum n rains. 
I t is of 
im ported suiting, and will do very well in­ 
deed for an entire dress, to take the place 
of skirt and ulster. 
It fits the figure very 
snugly, and twelve narrow plaits reach 
from the throat to the hem of the garment 
both front and back. 
U nderneath these 
plaits behind is set a half belt which goes 
around in front, and from it depends a 
chatelaine attached to a velvet or leather 
shopping bag. 
Parisian modistes are making up very 
handsome carriage, walking and visiting 
costumes w ith flat plaits eet all around the 
upper portion of the skirt, ending in the 
full overlapping “ B uckingham ” puff so 
becoming to slender people.

puff, which extends ail the way around the 
back drapery, are set panels alternating 
w ith flat kiltings. 
These panels are cov. 
ered with elaborate embroideries, immense 
palm patterns in applique, beaded orna­ 
ments of separate and special designs, or 
an eschelle of cords w ith handsome pend­ 
ants on each panel. 
K nitted underclothing, both for ladies 
and children, are coming more and more 
into vogue, and are certainly light and 
w arm —tw o things which do not always go 
together.

Isabella L. Bird, the traveler, gives the 
following account of a ride on an elephant 
in the Malay Peninsula: 
“ B ut the ride 
wae ‘ a fearful joy,’ if a joy at all ! 
Soon 
the driver jum ped oil' for a gossip and a 
smoke, leaving the elephant to ‘gang his 
own gait ’ for a mile or more, and he turned 
into the jungle, where he began to rend 
and tear the trees, and then going to a 
mud-hole, he drew all the w ater out of it, 
sqtiirted it w ith a loud noise over himself 
and his riders, soaking my clothes w ith it, 
and when he turned back to the road again 
he several times stopped and seemed to 
stand on his head by stiffening his pro­ 
boscis and leaning npon it, and when I 
hit him with my umbrella he uttered the 
loudest roar I ever heard. 
My Malay 
fellow-rider jumped off and ran back for 
the driver, on which the panniers came 
altogether down on my side, and I hnng 
on w ith difficulty, wondering w hat other 
possible 
contingencies 
could 
occur, 
always expecting th at the beast, which was 
flourishing his proboscis, would lift me off 
w ith it and deposit me in a mud-hole. 
On 
the driver’s return I dismounted again, and 
this tim e the elephant was allowed to go 
and take a proper hath in a river. 
He 
threw quantities of water over himself and 
took up plenty more with whioh to wet his 
siles as he went along. 
The tough and 
wrinkled hide of an elephant looks as if no 
small insect can draw blood from it, and 
when left to himself he sagaciously plas­ 
ters himself with mud to protect himself, 
like the water buffalo. 
M ounting again, I 
rode for another two hoars, b a t he crawled 
about a mile an hour, and seemed to have 
a steady parpóse to lie down. 
He roared 
whenever he was asked to go faster, some­ 
times with a roar of rage, sometimes in 
anger and sometimes in plaintive remon­ 
strance. 
The driver got off and walked 
behind 
him, 
and 
then 
he 
stopped 
altogether. 
Then 
the 
man tried 
to 
poll him 
along 
by patting a hooked 
stick 
in 
his 
huge ‘ flapper,’ but this 
produced no other effect than a series of 
howls ; then he got on his head again, 
after which the brute made a succession of 
huge gtnmbles, each one of which threat­ 
ened to be a fall, and then the driver, with 
a look of despair, got off again. 
Then I 
made signs th at I wonld get off, b at the 
elephant refused to lie down, and 1 let my­ 
self down bis unshapely shonlder by a ra t­ 
tan rope, till I could nee the m ahout’s 
shoulders as steps. 
The baskets were 
taken 
off 
and 
left 
at 
a 
honae ; 
the elephant 
was turned 
loose in the 
jungle; 
I walked the remaining miles 
to 
Kwala 
Kangsa, 
and 
ihe 
driver 
carried my portmanteau. 
Such was the 
comical end of my first elephant ride. 
I 
think that, altogether, 1 walked abont 
eight miles. 
The Malay who came with 
me told the people here th at it wag 1 a 
wicked elephant, 
b a t I have since been 
told ‘ th at it was very sick, and tired to 
death,’ which I hope is the true version of 
its most obnoxious conduct.”
